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And  now  to  return  to  the  subject  of  the  Conference* 

After  considerable  thought  the  State  Department  finally  d ecided  to  invite  the 
Chinese  to  send  a  delegation.  It  was  the  first  time  China  had  ever  sat  in  an  inter' 
national  conference  as  a  "free  and  independent  Power."  This  element  aroused  so 
much  enthusiasm  in  China  that  the  Government  sent  a  delegation  of  about  three 
hundred  persons,  including  secretaries,  stenographers,  and  assistants;  so  many  in 
fact  that  Dr.  Sze,  the  Minister,  had  difficulty  in  feeding  and  housing  them. 

Since  the  State  Department's  invitation  was  sent  to  the  Peking  Government* 
the  Kuomlntang  regime  at  Canton  immediately  raised  a  tremendous  howl  and  sent  a 
rival  delegation  which  sniped  at  the  Peking  delegates  throughout  the  meeting. 

There  was  even  an  attempt  to  assassinate  Dr.  Sun  at  Canton  during  the  conference. 

The  Japanese  were  not  enthusiastic  about  the  Washington  Conference,  and 
approached  the  meeting  somewhat  in  the  mood  of  a  naughty  child  called  to  the 
teacher's  desk  for  a  reprimand.  They  were  suspioious  of  the  conference  because 
they  knew  it  was  designed  primarily  to  obstruct  their  schemes  for  China'.  But  with 
their  potential  ally,  Germany,  out  of  the  running  and  with  Russia  involved  in  a 
communist  revolution  at  her  very  back  door,  the  Japanese f elt  it  would  be  better  to 
attend  than  stay  out.  Japan's  acceptance  of  the  invitation  was  actually  not 
-eceived  until  two  weeks  after  all  the  other  officiel  acceptances  were  in;  and  it 
as  widely  reported  that  Japan's  decision  to  attend  the  conference  resulted  from 
ssurances  from  British  sources  that  Japan  "would  not  be  treated  badly*  at  the 
meeting.  However,  any  assurances  from  British  circles  could  hardly  have  carried 
mch  weight,  in, view  of  the  fact  that  one  of  the  chief  objectives  of  the  conference, 
though  not  stated  in  the  formal  invitation,  was  to  abrogate  the  Anglo-Japanese 
alliance. 

Although  strong  opposition  to  the  continuance  of  the  Anglo-Japanese  alliance 
lad  developed  in  the  United 'States  during  the  war,  it  was  the  opposition  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  that  forced  Great  Britain  to  give  serious  consideration  to  the 
natter  of  discontinuing  the  pact.  The  Canadians  felt,  as  did  Americans,  that  the 
oelligerent  clauses  in  the  alliunce  imposed  dangerous  obligations  on  Great  Britain 
in  the  event  of  an  outbreak  of  war  between  Japan  and  the  United  States.  The 
Tanadians,  due  to  the  geographical  situation  of  the  two  countries,  also  had  ex¬ 
perienced  complications  with  Japan  over  immigration  questions.  Immigration  compli¬ 
cations  which  the  United  States  had  experienced  with  Japan  in  California  in  1908 
7ere  paralleled  in  Canada.  Thus,  when  American- Japanese  relations  became  acute  in 
in  1921,  the  Dominion  of  Canada  was  more  affected  by  the  so-called  "North  Amerioan" 
>oint  of  view  as  opposed  to  the  London  "imperial"  viewpoint.  In  consequenoe  there 
leveloped  in  Canada  a  national  demand  for  termination  of  the  alliance.

.Arthur  Moighen,  the  Canadian  Promler?  urged  tho  substitution  of  a  four-Power 
conference  on  Pacific  affairs,  to  b  e  participated  in  by  the  United  States,  Britain, 
China,  and  Japan.  But  at  tho  Imperial  Conference  in  Loudon  Meighen's  efforts  met 
strong  opposition  not  only  from  Lloyd  Cuorge,  but  from  Cut-son ,  Balfour,  and  Lee, 
ell  of  whom  feared  the  menace  of  an  antagonized  Japan  toward  India  and  Britain's 
other  territorial  and  economic  stakes  in  Eastern  Asia  and  tho  Pacific.  In  the  hot 
debate  which  ensued  tho  delegates  from  Australia,  New  Zealand  and  India  sided  with 
Britain,  while  South  Africa  favored  revision  rother  than  abrogation.  But  Malghen 
stood  his  ground,  and  ultimately  brought  the  imperial  conference  around  to  his 
point  of  view.  It  was  this  discussion  in  the  Imperial  Conference,  plus  England's 
desire  to  roach  an  understanding  with  the  United  States  on  tho  .ivni'  s\;ior.  of  naval 
construction,  that  paved  tho  way  for  tho  calling  of  the  Washington  Corf  or  ■r.-seu 
Aside  from  France  and  Italy,  which  possessed  naval  armament  of  coneini  /.•able 
strength,  and  also  hold  concessions  in  China,  tho  other  European  Powers  invitod  to 
the  conference— Netherlands ,  Belgium,  and  Portugal— hold  either  concessions  in 
China  or  colonial  territories  in  the  rogion  of  tho  Pacific* 

The  conforonoo  in  many  ways  was  of  unusual  significance,  it  was  America's  in¬ 
itial  attempt  to  invoke  an  international  conference  for  the  purpose  of  rtseohing  a 
peaceful  settlement  of  questions  rtiich  had  long  threatened  war  in  ch9  Pacific. 
Attendance  was  entirely  voluntary  in  tho  sense  that  the  conforar.ro  wee  not  mode  up 
of  delegates r eproeonting  victorious  and  vanquished  nations:  as  hal  been  the  case 
at  Versailles*  Tho  British  delegation  waa  mado  up  cf  represonoasivea  not  only  of 
Croat  Britain  but  of  Canada,  Australia,  New  Zeeland,  and  India, 


European  and  Japaneso  delogatos  were  astonished  uhon  Charles  S  Hughes,  chair- 
lan  of  tho  Amerioan  delegation,  announced  at  tho  opening  session  that  the  United 
.tatea  waa  prepared  to  Stop  its  naval  building  program  and,  more,  waa  p.veperei  to 
scrap  a  numbor  of  warships  which  wore  in  an  advanced  stago  of  ocns+TuctlcK-  The 
•onorican  proposal  was  eo  contrary  to  professional  diplomatic  practice  t.ini  the 
ielegatos  atarod  at  mch  other  in  wonderment,  but  it  waa  a  proposal  which  the  British 
could  hardly  afford  to  contost,  since  the  British  Admiralty  waa  already  coi_c.-r.-nui 
by  tho  Amorican  naval  construction  program. 

It  waa  finally  agreed  that  the  Anglo-Jepanoso  alliance  would  be  abandoned,  and 
Japan  was  porsuaded  to  accopt  a  5*5*3  naval  ratio  with  the  United  States  and  Groat 
Britain*  A  compensation  for  Japan  was  the  agreement  that  tho  United  States  would 
aot  inoroaso  or  continue  its  construction  of  fortifications  on  naval  and  military 
positions  wast  oi  the  180th  meridian*  Amorican  naval  exports  did  their  beat  in 
private  to  provor.t  ciie  limiting  of  our  fortifications  on  naval  positions  in  the 
Testern  Pacific,  and  also  to  prevent  the  curtailment  of  the  United  States  naval 
ouilding  program,  but  thoy  fought  a  losing  fight. 

All  of  the  agreements,  resolutions,  and  proposals  at  the  conference  were  more 
>r  loss  linked  together  around  the  central  document,  tfiich  was  the  Nine-Power 
'reaty  with  Chino,  uv.on  which  all  conmitments  depended,  including  tho  major  iaeuo 
•f  limitation  of  navel  armament  and  curtailment  of  construction  on  naval  bases  in 
he  Pacific  eroa.  Tho  Nino-Powor  Troaty  come  to  bo  known  as  the  "Chinese  Chartor  of 
iberty,1  because  it  put  an  ond  to  the  old  sphoro-of-influence  doctrine  which  had 
baessed  Europe  and  Japan,  and  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  o  century  had  threatened 
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’ ismerabormont  of  China.  /side  from  tho  Nlno-Powor  Treaty ,  the  Washington 
Conference  also  adopted  other  moa&urou  concurred  with  tho  future  development  of 
hina  aa  a  unified  stato.

Tho  Chinese  Communists,  who  W8re  admitted  to  membership  in  the  Kuomintang  on 
an  equal  basis  as  a  result  of  a  conference  of  delegates  in  Canton  on  January  20, 

1924,  had  from  the  first  endeavored  to  exert  pressure  on  the  party.  The  first  in¬ 
dication  of  aapioua  trouble  between  the  Kuomintang  and  Communist  factions  was  given 
early  In  1926, 

Four  young  military  officers,  all  graduates  of  the  Whampoa  Academy,  organized 
an  anti-eommuniat  movement.  The  four  men.  all  destined  to  become  prominent  in  the 
next  few  montha  in  the  mil itary  drive  to  the  Yangtze  Valley,  were  Li  Taung-jen,  Li 
Chi-aheng,  Chu  Peh-teh  and  Ho  Ylng**ckin.  General  Chiang  ICai-snek,  head  of  the 
Central  Military  Academy,  steered  clear  of  the  Kuomintang-Comuiunist  controversy, 
but  hia  trip  to  Russia  in  .1924  causou  him  to  be  suspected  of  pro-Red  leanings,  A 
record  of  hia  aetivities  in  Russie,  however,  indicated  that  he  had  been  cold  to 
Soviet  blandiahmenta.  As  a  result  of  pressure  by  the  four  young  military  officers. 
General  Chiang,  on  March  24,  1926,  issued  a  statement  that  he  would  follow  the 
teaching*  af  Dr»  Sun's  Three  Principles  (soe  preceding  chapter),  and  would  dis¬ 
continue  all  oenneotiona  with  the  Communist  wing. 

General  Chiang  Kai-shek's  disinclination  to  side  with  the  Ce..munlsts  wea  due  to 
two  factors*,  First,  his  birth  and  environment  in  industrialized,  conservative 
Chekiang  Province  and  his  association  with  tho  banking  and  commercial  elements  from 
that  province  which  dominated  Shanghai  business;  second,  the  advice  of  a  follow 
provincial,  Chang  Ching-kiang,  an  almost  mythical  character  who  had  become  immensely 
wealthy  in  tho  pilk  and  curio  trade  between  China  and  France  in  the  latter  years  of 
the  Ching  Dynasty,  (Many  of  tho  rare  Chinese  works  of  art  purchased  by  American 
millionaires  oame  to  this  country  by  way  of  France,)  Chang  Ching-kiang,  tho  ourio 
dealer,  espoused  the  revolutionary  cause  and  contributed  large  sums  to  Dr.  Sun's 
war  chest.  He  jBrticipated  in  the  conferences  preliminary  to  the  formation  of  the 
Nanking  Provisional  Government,  but  refused  to  accept  office.  Two  years  later  he 
again  helped  Dr,  Sun  in  opposing  Yuan  Shih-kai's  monarchist  plot,  and  as  a  result 
was  proscribed,  along  with  many  othors,  by  tho  Yuan  regime.  Chong  Ching-kiang  fled 
to  Paris,  where  he  opened  a  profitable  curio  end  art  store  and  also  a  popular  restau¬ 
rant  where  Chinese  foods,  particularly  soya-boan  products,  wero  sold.  After  the 
passing  of  Yuan  Shih-kai,  Chong  roturned  to  Shcnghei.  whore  ho  further  increased  his 
fortune  in  the  stock  and  gold- bar  exchanges.  It  was  horo  that  he  became  acquainted 
with  Chiang  Kai-shek,  and  assisted  him  financially.  In  1925  he  wont  to  Canton  end 
became  a  mombor  pf  tho  Constitutional  Government.  Ho  accompanied  Gonoral  Chiang 
Kai-shek  on  tho  military  advenoe  to  tho  Yangtze,  and  aftor  the  split  betwoon  tho  Kuo- 
mintong  end  Communist  factions  he  Joinod  tho  Nanking  Government.  In  his  later  years 
his  health  failed,  and  it  booemo  nocessary  for  him  to  trovol  about  in  a  wheel  chair*. 
But  there  was  n©  impairment  of  hia  opposition  to  the  Comnunists, 
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Hu  Han-ming ,  civilicn  lordor  of  tho  right-wing  iluomintcng  group,  also  opposed 
tho  Conmunists,  but  Wang  Ching-woi,  tho  other  civilian  contondor  for  tho  position 
hold  by  tho  Into  lor.dor  of  tho  party.  Dr.,  Sun  Yat-3on,  sidod  with  tho  Rods  end  in 
company  with  a  number  of  tho  Russian  end  Amoricrn  odvisors  of  tho  Canton  Oovornmonl 
dopartod  for  Hankow. 

By  tho  sunnier  of  19?&  tho  Notion?.).  1st  c#Tnyf  undor  tho  ocLimcnd  of  Chiong  Koi— 
sh  ;k,  startod  ito  northward  advccco  from  Can ton.  As  a  result  of  tho  anti- imperial! 
propaganda  inspired  by  tho  Comnniriat  faction  of  tho  Kuomintang,  foreigners*  parti¬ 
cularly  roRidiutf  in  the  interior  of  tho  country,  woro  soriously 

nffoot-<*  by  tho  Nationalist  Revolution  which  7/r.a  swooping  northwerd.  Mission 
r.ehools,  ohurchos  end  rosidoncos  woro  lootod  and  thousands  of  missionrrios  woro 
forcod  to  floo  to  Shenghei..,  . 

But  tno  most  dramatic  developments  of  tho  rovolution  took  plcco  ct  Hankow* 
Nanking  end  Shanghai,  whoro  tho  smouldering  hotrod  and  intriguo  for  powor  botwoon 
tho  Kuominteng  and  tho  Communists  broke  out  in  furious  intornocino  conflict. 

Conorcl  Chian,?  Kai-shek’ a  charge  that  tho  Conmunists  had  sent  socrot  emisaarios  int 
tho  oitios  for  tho  purpose  of  soizing  control  prior  to  tho  arrival  of  his  troops, 
was  borno  out  by  developments  at  both  Hankow  end  Shrighoi.  In  both  oitios  Conmunis 
activity  originally  was  directed  at  tho  control  of  studont  end  lebor  organizations. 


Students  of  tho  Chinoso  Nationalist  Rovolution  vhoso  sympathies  havo  boon  on 
tho  sido  of  thoxrdioel  or  communist  factions  havo  purposoly  ignorod  tho  dovolop- 
monts  ot  Henkow  which  toll  tho  most  significant  story  of  tho  failuro  of  Chinoso 
Communists,  and  thoir  foroign  advisors,  to  accomplish  thoir  embitious  plan  of  soizi 
control  of  tho  Notionalist  movomont  and  establishing  communistic  government  in  Chin 
Thoy  blcmo  'foroign  capitalist-imperialist  influonco,'  'now  militarism'  and  native 
"btnkor-landlord  influonco'  for  their  leek  of  success,  but  whilo  thoso  olemonts  did 
contribute,  thoro  wore  other  and  moro  fundamental  causes. 

Of  tho  mrny  cc.usos  for  tho  failure  of  tho  Rod  rogino  at  ’Iankon  not  tho  least 
,.fs  tho  action  of  tho  loadors  in  procching  olaos  warfero  and  catering  to  radical 
otudont-lcbor  groups  in  a  society  which  was  predominantly  agricultural  end  whoro 
there  had  novor  beon  any  classes,  oxcupt  the  old  oduoatod  or  'literati'  group  which 
was,  thoorotionlly  ot  least,  bo  all  youths  of  ability  who  could  pass  the 

official  examinations,  jtftor  the  capture  of  tho  Fu-Uun  citios,  riiich  had  boon 
accomplished  lorgoly  by  tho  military  s tretogy  of  Gonorcl  Chieng  Kai-shek,  the  left¬ 
ist  Chinoso  loedors  and  thoir  foroign  advisors  stecod  a  viritcblo  'Roman  holiday'  ii 
oolobration  of  thoir  victory  ovor  'capitalistic  imperialism,'  Thoro  was  a  triol  ct 
two  'nor  prisoners'  stegod  in  tho  Ruosian  manner,  tho  culprits  boing  two  northorn 
gonorols  who  woro  cepturod  ct  Fuchong.  Thouornda  of  lrborors  employed  in  tho  minos 
factories,  end  prooossing  pit nts  (Hankow  is  popularly  known  as  tho  Pittsburgh  of 
Chino)  coaood  work,  and  lod  by  radical  olomenta  spent  tho  dcy3  end  nights  in  speeoh- 
muking,  parados,  and  demonstrations.  Stroots  woro  filled  with  m  rolling  students 
end  laborors  carrying  bennors  inscribed  with  slogans,  "Dorm  with  Capitalists  end 
Imperialists,"  “Support  the  Horld  Rovolution."  "'Torkors  of  the  Rorld,  Unite,"  and 
uimilcr  sontimonts.  Thousands  of  young  poaoants  from  Hunen  Provinco,  wlioro  an  in- 
t^nso  Red  propaganda  bed  boon  conductod  f or  a  considorablo  period,  f locked  into 
Hankow  to  join  tho  festivities. 
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Tho  -nduatrios  of  tho  tfu-Hon  croc  woro  forcod  to  cloao  down*  press-peeking 
plonts  whora  native  products  woro  propcrod  for  f  oi’oign  mcrkots;  manufacturing 
industries ,  including  cotton  spinning  end  weaving  mills;  vegetable-oil  pressing 
plants,  hundreds  of  smell  native-owned  industries,  tho  gr^-at  Han  Yeh  Ping  coal  and 
iron  intorosta  (controlled  by  Japan),  large  oigarotto  factories  owned  by  Britons 
and  Amoriocns,  the  shipping  industry  operating  largo  sea-going  steemors  on  tho  lovn 
Ycngtze  end  smeller,  but  more  powerful  steemors  Capcblo  of  negotiating  tho  rapids  o: 
tho  Upper  Yangtze,  and  an  enormous  junk  tredo  oporatod  by  tho  Chinoso  on  tho  groat 
ccnal  system  and  lnkos  of  central  China-  Thousands  of  workers,  who  had  boon  spend¬ 
ing  their  days  colobrating  tho  revolution  by  holding  parados  end  demonstrations, 
suddonly  found  thomoolvos  without  mocl  tickets* 

Sinco  tho  Government  hed  catered  to  tho  radical  olomonts  end  oncourogod  tho 
strikjs,  the  studont-labor  groups  naturally  turned  to  it  for  support.  Tho  Govern¬ 
ment  thus  found  ltsolf  in  c  vicious  cirelo  of  its  own  mcking,  and  had  to  adopt  tho 
suicidal  method  of  Issuing  floods  of  pepor  monoy  in  ordor  to  purchase  rice  for  tho 
hungry  multitudes.  Pricos  for  food,  particularly  rice,  shot  up  to  prohibitive 
heights. 


In  ordor  to  seve  the  Government  itself  from  retaliation  by  tho  hungry  crowds, 
eropegandists  attempted  to  turn  the  revolutionary  sentiment  egainst  the  foreigners, 
ifcre  parades  were  organized,  with  banners  denouncing  foreign  imperialism,  and  the 
British  Concession  wes  over-run.  No  attempt  was  made  to  invade  the  Japanese  Con¬ 
cession,  which  was  bristling  with  machine  guns.  The  British  Concession  was  guarded 
only  by  fc  small  nuvcl  contingent  end  a  local  voluntoer  corps  and  police  force. 
Unable  to  copo  with  the  excited  demonstrators  who  stormed  tho  borders  cf  their 
Concession,  and  fearing  a  debacle,  the  British  Consul-Conercl,  an  Irishmen  named 
O'Halley,  ordered  tho  British  population  to  rithdn  w  to  British  ships  in  the  harbor 
which  was  accomplished  without  incident.  Possessed  of  more  political  sagacity  thor 
most  of  his  compctricts,  Consul-General  C'Hrlley  i  mod  lately  entered  into  negotia¬ 
tions  with  the  radical  Foreign  liinicter,  Tujono  Chon,  and  tho  outcomo  was  tho 
sensational  Chen-C'Mcllsy  Agreement  whereby  Great  Britcin  agreed  to  return  tho 
British  Concession  c.t  Hankow  to  China.  The  official  relocse  from  the  Foreign  Offic 
in  London  stated  thet  the  action  •accorded  1th  Britain's  long-existing  intontion 
to  roturn  her  Concessions  to  Chinese  control.* 

’7hen  tho  Chinese  found  themsolvos  in  possession  of  tho  British  Concession 
calmer  counsols  prevailed,  tho  excitement  diod  down,  end  tho  pr.rcders  r  oturned  to 
their  quarters. 

Another  olouont  which  had  a  calming  effoct  on  tho  situation  at  Hcnkow  wes  the 
receipt  of  Llcrming  reports  from  Nanking,  som .  four  hundred  miljsdown  thj  Yangtze, 
steting  that  Amorican  gunbocts  had  boon  forced  to  f ir o  on  c  mob  of  demonstrators, 
including  troops,  which  wore  attacking  tho  American  co. munity,  with  officials  of 
tho  Amorictii  Consulate  end  their  families.  Suddenly  realizing  the s  oriousnoso  of 
tho  complications  in  ttoich  thoy  had  become  involved,  Foreign  minister  3ujono  Chon 
sent  c  wiro  to  tho  State  Dopcrtaont  disavowing  responsibility  for  tho  Nanking  out¬ 
rages  but  offering  romunoration  for  damegos  suffered  by  foreigners  at  the  handB  of 
Chinese  radical  olomonts. 
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Tho  Chen-O'Mclley  Jtgroomont  providing  for  the  roturn  of  the  British  Connessio? 
ot  Hankow  to  Chinoao  control,  end  tho  offioiol  telegram  from  tho  radical  Chinooo 
regime  r.t  Hankow  to  tho  State  Department,  marked  tho  high  point  in  tho  strange 
ccroor  of  Sugono  Chon,  who  had  figurod  prominently  in  Chinese  politics  for  c  dooed 
Born  in  Trinidad,  British  7est  Indios,  of  a  Chinoso  father  end  r.  Trinidad  women, 
Chon  ’.X6  oduortod  r.s  c.  British  barrister  in  England  end  hed  boon  edmittod  to  prac¬ 
tice  in  Innor  Tomplo,  London.  But  tho  pull  of  his  Chinese  blood  wes  too  strong, 
end  ho  roturnod  to  Chine,  along  wi th  thouornds  of  his  compatriots f rom  tho  Sovon 
Sees,  to  perticipato  in  the  revolution.  Hrving  r.  fair  classical  education  in 
English  (ho  oo  ild  neithor  rood  nor  speak  Chinese),  Chon  naturally  grevitetod  into 
nowspepor  work  end  on  occasion  stirred  the  sluggish  English  communities  in  the  Ter 
East  to  white  hor.t  with  his  ilitorials,  fillod  with  classical  quotations  from  English 
literature.  Ho  oditod  rcdicrl  papers  in  Shrnghei  end  Peking,  and  onco  wh:n  the 
Chinoso  authorities  in  Peking  rrr voted  him  end  threatened  him  with  oxocution,  ho 
remomberod  his  British  nationality,  through  birth  in  Trinidrd,  end  r.pporlod  to  the 
British  Minister  to  srvo  his  life.  Sir  John  Jorden,  the  aged,  kindly,  and  influ¬ 
ential  British  Minister,  asked  th )  Chinoso  authorities  to  rolet so  Chen— who,  upon 
obtaining  his  liberty,  fled  to  the  sanctuary  of  th:  International  Sottlomont  at 
Shanghai.  1/ ter,  Chan  wont  to  Canton  and  joinod  Dr.  Sun  Yrt-sen's  rovolutir nary 
Govornmont  and  participated  in  the  northern  advance  as  a  member  of  th:  radical 
faction,  boccming  Foroign  Minister  of  the  uankow  Governmort. 

There  nr. u  rn  illuminating  incidont  in  connection  with  tho  British  evacuation 
at  Hankow  which  was  prophetic  of  lr.tor  developments  in  British  Fax  Eastern  diplomat 
Vhon  tiie  British  were  ovc.cur.ting  their  nationals  from  the  Concession  to  their  ship, 
in  tho  harbor,  the  British  Indian  community,  consisting  largely  of  Sikhs,  was  over¬ 
looked.  Aftjr  the  white  Britons  :ore  safely  aboard  the  t&\ipa  oomoone  thought  about 
the  Sikhs,  most  of  whom  hid  beon  enployed  ts  policemen  or  guards  and  watchmen  by 
the  various  foroign  and  Chinese  business  houses  and  manufacturing  establishments.

end  of  the  procession,  also  ctrrying  banners  denouncing  foroign  imperialists,  wore 
tho  missing  Sikhs.  Thoy  hrd  "gone  over"  to  the  Chinese  and  Co.jnunist  revolutionist 

The  action  of  thi  little  group  of  British  Indians  in  joining  the  Chinoso  revo¬ 
lutionists  was  prophetic  of  evento  to  comet  events  in  19/*1-1*2,  whon  British  Indict 
troops  r.t  Hong  Kong,  in  Malryc,  tnd  in  Burma,  rad  the  Congress  Pcrty  in  India, 
either  refusod  to  support  Great  Britain  or  adopted  an  attitude  of  non-cooperation 
•i.th  respect  to  tho  war  with  Japan  in  the  Far  Erst. 

Tho  acquisition  of  the  British  Concession  at  Hcnkow  onhrncod  considerably  tho 
prestigo  of  th;  rrdicrl  branch  of  the  ICuomintrng,  but  this  could  not  bo  exchanged 
for  the  iierowithrl  to  feod  tho  hordo3  of  unemployed  laborers  who  had  boon  on- 
oourngod  to  striko  and  agitato  against  tho  imperialists  rnd  capitalists,  /ith  ad¬ 
versity  ermo  trocchory  within  tho  ranks  of  the  radical  fretions.  Wang  Ching-woi, 
who  already  had  a  roputetion  for  treachery,  grow  cold  toward  the  rr.diccl  Chinoso 
and  Russian  olomonts. 
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Mao  Tao-tung,  spokosman  of  tho  rt.diccl  faction,  attributed  tho  f(  iluro  of  the 
Hod  rogimo  at  Hankow  to  tho  weakness  or  tror.chory  of  cnother  Chinoso  loader,  Chon 
Tu-hoiu,  who  allogodly  oompromi3od  on  fundcmonta.1  policies  concorning  1:  nd  re¬ 
distribution*  Mro  nos  quotod  in  Edgar  Snow's  "Rod  Star  Over  Chinr*  as  oht  rging  ths 
Russian  Mviser  Borodin  end  r.  British  Indicn  r;  dici  1  named  Roy,  r.  delegate  of  the 
Comintern,  with  joint  responsibility  with  Chan  Tu-hsiu,  tho  party  dictator,  for  ths. 
oollcpso.  /ccordina  to  Mro,  Borodin,  tho  officicl  representative  of  the  tobscow 
Comintern,  hrdaorsed  boing  rn  "advisor*1  end  hid  bocomo  c  dictator  of  tho  ICuomintr.nt 
Perty.  Chon  Tu-h3iu  hrd  concor.l ed  the  reel  siturtion  from  tho  perty  locdors,  hit 
Borodin's  cctivitios  cllogodly  "oro  oxpoood  by  tho  Indicn  dologi  to  Hoy.  Thio  is 
3cid  to  hrvo  oc.usod  tho  dofoctioir- of  ''eng  Ching-woi  end  the  split  in  th  Hankow  Lof 
’ing  Government  which  facilitated  tho  victory  of  Chirng  ICci-3hok  tnd  tho  Nenking 
fretion  ovor  tho  Radical-Communist  brrnch. 

Another  unoxpootod  olomont  in  the  3ituetion  was  that  tho  collrpso  of  tho  redio 
Hcnkow  Oovoriunont  hed  corious  repercussions  in  Me  scow  fnd  contributod  considerably 
to  tho  collcpoo  of  Trotsky  end  a  dvocctos  of  world  revolution.  Stclin  end  hi3  group 
ooized  upon  the  ft  iluro  of  tho  Chine  adventuro,  which  hrd  coot  tho  Soviets  lcrgo 
sumo  of  monoy  end  groat  offort,  to  discredit  Trotsky  end  the  whole  group  of 
cdvocr.to3  of  "pormrnont  world  rovolution."  Borodin  returned  by  o  tortuouo  ovorlend 
trip  to  Moscow  in  disgreco  end  became  editor  of  tho  four-pego  English-lcngur.go 
i.OSCOVf  Ct/tILY  NEWS.

Chon  ICung-po,  cn  amor icon  returned  student 
end  grcducto  of  Columbie  University,  Nov/  York,  who  hed  specialized  in  economics  end 
hed  3orvod  cs  socrotcry  to  Yang  Ching-woi,  wrote  esorios  of  erticloo  (published  ir 
♦ho  CHINa  ’7EEKLY  REVIEW  shortly  eftor  the  collcpoo  of  the  Henkow  Government)  in 
.'.i ich  ho  cnelyzod  tho  oausos  of  tho  colic  pso  of  tha  Hcnkow  Rod  regime.  He  conclude 
jy  advocating  r  system  of  state  capitalism  end  st/ to  ownership  of  industries  co  a 
moans  of  surmounting  tho  complications  which  develop  whon  privotoly  o’./nod  industrial 
establishments  suspend  operations  and  throw  laborers  back  on  the  Government  for 
support.

British  investments  ct  Shanghai  wore  larger  thin  the  .’.mericcn  in- 
estments,  rnd  were  ooccoodod  only  by  British  investments  r.t  Hong  Long. 

e'.lermist  r  oports  of  events  ct  Hankow  which  appocred  in  th-  i  or  sign  press,  pr.  r- 
ticulrrly  tho  1  ceding  British  prpor,  the  NORTH  CI7Ni.De.ILY  NfflS,  erected  r.  situc.tio, 
of  necr  pcnic  rnong  residents  of  tho  International  Sottl-mont  end  the  Tronoh  Con¬ 
cession.  i.  woll  kaown  British  journelist  rt  Peking  nrmed  Putnrm  Yfoalo  mr.do  r  trip 
to  Krakow  end  wrote  r.  sorios  of  articles  rogirding  the  uitur.tion  there  which  he  en¬ 
titled  "Rod  'fr.vo  on  tho  Ycngt3o." 

I  attended  r.  press  conferenco  celled  by  t!io  managor  of  r  lording  British 
brokerage  firm  whore  it  was  explained  that  the  foroign  chrmboro  of  commerce  end 
other  organizations  had  docidod  to  raise  a  largo  fund  rnd  initieto  widespread 
count  or- propagrndr.  c  gainst  the  Communists.  Tho  chrirmrn  of  tho  mooting  t3ked  the 
cooperation  of  the  local  press  rnd  suggested  that  or.ch  of  tho  papers  publish  c 
spocial  supplement  exposing  the  communist  menace.  'Then  he  asked  for  comment  on  the 
anti-communist  program,  I  exprossod  the  -*icw  that  any  attempt  to  label  the  entire 
Nationalist  movoment  as  "Rod"  would  probably  d  of oi  t  the  object  of  the  promoters  of 
tho  campaign  bcc;  uso  it  would  antagonizo  c.11  Chinese  rnd  tend  to  throw  tho  ontiro 
nationalist  movomont  into  tho  arms  of  the  Rods.  I  said  thi  t  the  Nationalist  move¬ 
ment  in  China  long  predatod  the  advent  of  th-  Russian  Conmuniots,  rad  sinco  the  ob¬ 
jectives  of  the  two  movomont3  wore  antagonistic,  the  hook-up  was  not  likely  to  laot 
overlong  unloco  tho  Powers  adopted  a  policy  of  outright  opposition. 

I  t Iso  exprosood  the  boliol  that  neither  .mericc  nor  Britain  would  approve  of 
any  program  which  opposed  the  Nationalist  movement,  or  ray  attempt  to  discredit  it 
by  labeling  it  communistic.  I  therefore  rofuood  to  cooperate  in  the  ccnpaign,  and 
loft  the  mooting.  The  NORT*'  CHIN.'.  Di.ILY  NS/S,  senior  British  paper  in  China, 
usually  followod  an  austere,  rad  on  occasion  supercilious,  courao  with  rogtrd  to 
Ghineso  politics?  but  on  this  occasion  the  editor  eorgot  his  dignity  and  wont  all 
out  editorially  against  the  ontiro  Notionalist  movoment.  With  the  assistance  of 
two  ..merican  journal  iot3  who  wero  omployed  fer  the  purpo60,  tho  prpor  issued  a 
supplement  on  tho  Rod  question  which  still  stands  as  a  journalistic  curiosity,  due 
‘o  tho  rxaggoratod  and  hysterical  crticlo3  it  contained.  One  article  which  arouood 
jenoidorable  rmuso-iont  instructed  readers  on  "TTo.-  to  Spot  Co.jnunists  at  ibving 
Picture  Shows  rad  Other  Public  Gatherings."  Lrtor,  after  the  excitement  died  down, 
tho  directors  of  tho  paper d:oppod  the  .merican  propagandists,  employed  another 
editor,  rnd  brought  tho  policy  of  tho  prpor  into  accord  with  tho  chi  ngod  conditions 
in  China. 
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As  c  result  of  the  a elf -administered  propegende ,  both  foreign  crec3  ct  5$icng- 
hei  inmedic.tely  went  on  c  wor  basis,  end  thousands  of  coolies  .'ere  employed  day  a n< 
night  constructing  trenches,  barbed -wir e  bc.rriaades,  end  concrete  blockhouses.  Th< 
pcnic  among  the  foreigners  ct  Shanghai  spread  to  foreign  capitals,  end  was  aggra¬ 
vated  by  further  clrrmist  reports  dispttched  abroad  by  the  foreign  consulates  and 
legations,  v/ithin  a  few  weeks  some  1^0,000  foreign  troops  were  disprtched  to  the 
city,  including  .American  marines  and  soldiers,  British  soldiers,  Japanese  soldiers, 
Italian  marines,  rnd  French  Ann.-nito  troops  from  Indo-China. 

The  American  forces  ..ere  comramdod  by  General  Smedley  Butler,  a  veteran  of  the 
Poxor  campaign  of  1900.  Butler,  a  Quaker,  constantly  exesporatod  the  other  com- 
•lnnders  by  issuing  pacifist  (federations  to  the  press. 

At  the  height  of  the  axcitoment  I  csked  Butler,  et  c.  press  conference,  how 
many  troops  would  b  o  required  for  c  general  armed  invasion  in  Chin*-  sufficiently 
strong  to  suppre.'  •  the  Nationalist  novomont.  "/ithout  hesitation  ho  replied,  "I 
would  not  dream  of  starting  an  armod  inveoion  in  Chin'  .lthout  a  half  million  trooj 
and  it  probably  would  r equire  a  million  more  bofrre  tho  end  of  tho  first  year.* 
Gonorcl  Butler's  statement  was  cc-nfirmod  a  fow  yocrs  lator  when  tho  Jrprneso  v;  ere 
unable  to  conquer  China,  with  mcro  then  two  million  troops  and  after  yot  rs  of  wc.rfcr 

On  another  occasion  Gonorcl  Butlor  disclosed  that  his  orders  from  Yr.shington 
wore  "not  to  firo  on  any  orgmizod  body  of  Chinoso  troops."  Hoceclcrod  that  his 
30I0  purposo  was  to  protoct  the  Arooricrn  community  egr inst  mob  violenco.  Lator, 
aftor  Gonoral  Butler  hadroturnad  to  tho  United  Gtctos,  ho  d oclarod  that  his'forcos 
had  not  f irod  :.  single  hostile  shot  whilo  they  wore  stationed  in  Chini •  Following 
his  rotiromont  ho  delivered  spooohos  advocating  tho  withdrawal  of  c.11  i.morican  and 
othor  foroign  forcos  from  Chin? . 

Anothor  Amoriccn  official  -who  pro3orvod  his  br.lrnoo  end  opposed  an  interven¬ 
tionist  policy  wa.o  .i.duiral  Mark  L.  Bristol,  commander  of  thj  United  States  fleet  ir 
i.siatic  waters.  ..dmirr  1  Bristol  had  sorvud  as  Unitod  States  High  Coiimissionor  to 
Turkoy  aftor  World  tfer  I,  and  had  obs-rvod  tho  futilitj  of  an  intorvontionist  move¬ 
ment  on  the  part  of  tho  Allied  Powers  with  rog'  rd  to  that  country,.

of  tho  Ycngtzo  Rivor  between  Shanghai  and  Hankow,  a  distcnco  of  six  hundrod  miles, 
w1  ich  had  been  in  the  filos  of  the  Intornat ional  Sottlemont  for  many  years,  wore  put 
back  in  tho  pigeonholes  to  gethor  more  dust.,  Tho  plans  hedtoon  prepared  by  old- 
guard  dyod-in-tho-wool  imperialists  in  Shanghai:  who  thought  Chine,  could  bo  fright- 
/'nod  into  submission  by  c  show  of  foroign  force. 

Tho  new  British  commrnder  sont  out  to  roplr.ee  Lord  Gort  hold  a  press  conferono 
ihortly  rftor  his  rrrivcl.  ’Ixhibiting  c  new  map  on  tho  well  of  his  offico,  ho  scid 
"I  want  you  to  soo  that  I  hc.vo  changed  tho  color  of  tho  thumb  tccks  indiccting  the 
location  of  tho  Chinoso  Nationalist  troops;  previously  wo  used  rod  tacks,  now  they 
ar*  yellow."  IIo  doclarcd  that  the  British  Government  roclizod  that  the  Chinoso 
Nationalist  movemont  was  a  genuine  revolutionary  offort  designed  to  bring  about  a 
now  day  in  China,  and  was  not  a  "Rod  7cv 0  on  the  Yangtze"  dosigned  for  the  purpeso 
of  driving  Amoricrns  and  Guropoan3  cut  of  tho  country,  as  had  boon  pictured  in  tho 
oxcitod  propaganda  and  c xaggora. tod  news  roport3  circulctod  by  Shanghai's  dio-hord 
imperialists.

Ihcro  also  woro  r  number  of  prosperous 
industrial  citios,  ohiof  of  whioh  was  ".hisih,  contor  of  ootton,  silk  end  flour 
manufacturing  within  this  section* 

Gonorrl  Sun  wr o  ono  of  th  »  no.ro  onlig.’  tonod  of  the  Northern  military  commander 
id  hrd  r  good  mcord  cs  cn  administrator.  !Io  held  r.  review  of  his  troops,  roputodl 
tho  bo3t  equipped  in  tho  country,  rnd  doelrrod  his  r.bility  to  hold  Shr  nghr.i  egeinst 
the  ■Rods."  Ono  of  the  corr -spondonts  vfco  npr'sont.od  c  New  York  pep-rant  c  stcry 
thet  Shrnghr.i  was  "imprognr bio"  rnd  in  no  d  r  .13 or  of  occuprtion  by  th  1  Nationalists, 
lie  was  not  rwr.ro  of  the  fret  that  tio  morrle  of  Gonerr.l  Sun's  v.'oll  equipped  forces 
hrd  tom  completely  undormin  ;d  by  propr 3.' ndr  of  tho  Co.imunisto, 

Sinco  tho  for oign-rdminist  irod  International  Settlement  rnd  French  Concession 
were  girrisonod  by  foroign  troops  rnd  were  horvily  i.n3ulr ted  from  contr.ct  with  th- 
nurr'- unding  countryside  by  r  string  of  fortifications  rnd  countless  strands  of  brrbe 
wire  brrricrdos,  tho  populrtion  inoido  hrd  little  kno  ."lodge  of  whet  era  going  cn 
outsido.  For  mrny  dryo  pree  ning  the  arrival  of  th .  Nrtionr.list  forces  there  was 
continuous  gunfiro  in  the  densely  populated  cr or  s  of  Footling,  Chrpoi,  rnd  Nantao, 
whor-  most  of  the  nr.tivo-ownod  industries  wore  located  r.nd  whoro  most  of  the  labor¬ 
ing  population  r-sidod. 

Shanghai  wb  in  such  r.  norveus  state  thrt  the  wildest  rumors  woro  constantly 
in  oirculr.tion,  rnd  most  of  them  were  belioved.  Cno  dry  t.hsro  was  a  report  thrt 
tho  authorities  of  the  Frmch  Concession  hrd  decided  net  to  off er  resistr  nee  to  tho 
advancing  nctionrliot  ermies,  r..J  would  pernit  the  svldicrs  ti  enter  the  Concession 
wit' -out  thoir  crus,  Since  the  two  f  iroij.i  crocs  vrero  separated  only  by  r.  str-ot, 
this  still  further  incrersod  tho  prevailing  panic  in  the  Internet ioncl  Settlement. 
That  night  tho  Sottlemont  cut 'verities  put  thoir  enry  of  lrborors  ti  work  building  c 
now  barbod-tfiro  brrrictdo,  this  timobotwoon  the  International  Sottlemont  rnd  t.ho 
French  Concossion.  I  interviewed  the  French  Consul -Genorr.l  about  the  nor.;  turn  of 
ovonts,  but  ho  only  shrugged  his  £f:ouldors.  I  suspected  he  knew  more  then  ho  was 
willing  to  cd..iit,  which  wo  soon  found  to  bo  r  f  ret,  tbr  the  French  already  had  es¬ 
tablished  contact  with  th  .  Nationalist  (lCuomi..tr:ig)  officers,  tfhon  the  .aivrioc.n 
correspondents  lorrnod  thrt  two  Nrtionrli3t  officers  hrd  arrived  on  tho  border  of 
the  Fronc’.  Concossion,  it  was  tho  Fronc’.  municiprl  polico  nho  opened  thegrtes  in 
h.o  brrricr.do  end  permitted  uo  to  peso  through  for  an  intorview.  The  Hrtionrli3t 
fficorswore  Gonorrl  Li  Tsunj-jon  rnd  Genorr.l  Ho  Ying-chin.  Bvth  assured  us  thrt 
•hey  had  no  intontion  of  attacking  the  foroignors  and  that  thoy  had  taken  stops  to 
rostrro  ordor  in  the  native  croro  cbout  Shanghai,  Thoy  informed  U3  that  tho  North¬ 
ern  commrndor  ct  Shanghai  had  t.lr  ;r  fly  fled,  rnd  t’ r.t  his  troops  had  b  eon  dioarmod. 
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Barring  in  mini  the  fret  that  Shrnj.Vi  is  China's  "key"  city,  which  my  polit 
.f  1  group  cooking  to  govern  th ■>  country  must  control,  it  was  obvious  that  both, 
gr  ups  i:i  the  Kuomintr.qg  hr.d  medo  preparations  t.  tBize  control  of  tho  Chinese- 
edministored  sootions  cf  the  city.  Propaganda  squeds  attached  tc  their.dical  branch 
of  the  perty  wore  first  on  the  scone  end  hrd  completely  undermined  the  morclo  of 
tho  Northern  troops  which  controlled  the  lo  rer  Yangtze  diotrict,  in  which  Shanghai 
is  located.  The  dcmorr.lizction  of  the  erstwhile  dsfondox-3  of  thocitywcs  so  com¬ 
plete  thr.t  their  conmr.nders  did  not  nc.it  for  thecdv'ncing  Nationalist  armies  to 
get  within  shooting  distance;  they  evacuatod b of oro  tho  Southerners  were  within  a 
hundred  miles  of  the  city-.  The  result  wao  that  tho  Snmghci  district  experienced 
cn  intorro3num  botwoon  the  ev.  cucticn  of  the  Northerners  and  t-ho  a  rrivcl  of  th. 
Southern  ermios,  which  were  forcod  t->  travel  cfoct  as  tho  Northerners  hcdsoizjd 
all  of  tho  railway  rolling  stack  i  nd  a  vailr  bio  shipping  rl~ng  tho  const  and  on  the 
Yangtze  Rivor. 

The  Communists  thus  hrd  rn  opportunity  to  make  their  preparations.  There  was 
no  questioning  tho  fret  that  prevailing  sentiment  among  the  student  end  labor 
groups  ft vorod  tho  leftists  rnd  thoir  program  of  social  reform*  Preparations  had 
boon  medo  for  soizure  of  c'ntrol  of  Shanghai  in  the  mmnor  of  Hankow,  and,  as  ut 
Hankow,  there  woro  parados,  mass  meetings,  3peoches,  rnd  distribution  of  literature 
The  walls  of  buildings  wore  plaster  id  with  pastors  d oncuncing  foreign  imperialists, 
kny  Chinoso  who  helped  a  foroignor  ~  3  designated  in  word  rnd  cartoon  rjo  a  "running 
deg*  of  tho  foreign  imperia lists,  Chinese  comprr.dores,  or  native  tgonts  of  tho  lcr,. 
foreign  firms,  who  c-nstitutod  a  powerful  group  that  controlled  tho  nativo  guilds 
and  chombors  cf  coimorco,  woro  singled  out  for  spoairl  c.bu3o  by  ra.diccl  propagan¬ 
dists.  Tho  comprcdoros  wore  held  up  to  public  ridicule  end  no  torms  of  opprobrium 
in  a  language  which  is  rich  in  such  oxproe3ions  /ore  overlockod  in  tho  poster 
campaign. 

It  appeared  that  Shanghai  was  on  the  point  cf  experiencing  a  repetition  of  the 
incidents  et  Nanking  end  Hankow,  particularly  v/hon  it  h><*rme  known  that  thousands  of 
ifies  hr.d  boen  distributed  to  the  ft  ctory  workers  by  the  radical  leaders. 


2 — Bonovolent  Or  ngoter 

Out  of  the  confusion  then  prev;ilin;  in  Ph.  njhri  there  emerged  e  figure,  pre¬ 
viously  unknown,  ’he  tock  on  the  composite  character  of  en  et rlier-decedo  .American 
gangstor  ;  nd  pclitictl  boss.  The  ch;  recter  w:  s  Dcu  Yu-seng,  now  listed  in  the 
respectable  China  ■"’ho's  who"  as  e  "benker,  phila nthropist ,  nd  welfare  worker." 
Dou's  etrly  life  is  n  t  well  known,  re  he  ms  h»rn  of  persrnts  in  r  little  fishing 
village  near  the  soecoo3t  c.bcut  twenty-rive  miles  from  metropolitan  Shanghai.  (The 
little  t  wn,  »mmod  "D  u's  wiij.jQ"  .  nd  inh.’Mtod  by  ;  few  hundred  pe  pie — boatmen, 
fishermen  rnd  fanners — wa «  gr.lv;  nized  int-  sudden  prominence  in  1934,  when  Dou 
celsbri  ted  his  fifMotn  birthd;  y  by  dodio;  ting  r  family  shrine  in  the  village  t  nd 
st.'ging  t  tw.-  Bile-l  -ng  ptr.  de  thr  ugh  tho  c  untryside  which  c.-st  him  well  vor  a 
...illi  n  d.'i'Lrfl*  Banners  v/ere  ct  rriel  in  tho  prrtde  containing  mess;  ges  of  ielioita 
ti 'n  f r  le;  dors  through  nit  the  eeuntry.) 
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Dou  Yu-song  s tertcd  his  career  in  the  Shcnghci  Fronch  Concession  as  a  youth¬ 
ful  fruit  poddlor.  Ho  soon  discovered  th .  pieces  whore  opium  wos  sold  illioitlyf 
end  fauiliorizod  himsolf  with  the  racketeering,  hijacking,  and  other  practices 
which  provoilod  in  Shrnghei  somewhat  cs  they  /ore  procticod  in  tho  bootleg  industx 
in  tho  United  States  during  prohibition d ays,  Methods  used  by  Dou  Yu-oong  in 
gaining  control  of  tho  undorworld  situation  followed  traditional  lines,  and  Dou 
shortly  omorgod  from  tho  sidewalks  end  malodorous  gutters  of  the  Fronch  Cone  ess  ior 
end  the  adjoining  nctivo  district  of  Nantoo  as  controllor  of  opium,  gcmbling,  end 
tho  omuseaont  industrios.  In  hia  riso  to  pov;er  Dou  solved  c  local  political  pro¬ 
blem  which  previously  had  dofiod  solution!  he  amalgamated  two  powerful  seorot 
political  organizations  whose  activitios  oxtondod  far  back  into  the  ora.  of  tho 
I&nchu  dynasty,  Tho  organizations,  known  a3  tho  Blue  Socioty  and  the  Jroon  Sociot 
originally  woro  ongaged  in  intriguo  against  tho  Mrnchus,  but  eftor  tho  creation  of 
the  republic  they  dogonoretod  into  g/ng3torism.  Tho  two  groups  were  violently 
antagonistic,  end  their  rivalries  frequently  broke  out  in  gun  bcttlcB  similar  to 
early  tong  wars  in  the  Chineso  communities  in  the  United  States*  But  Dou  Yu-song 
cccoraplishod  the  sonraingly  impossiblo  by  amalgamating  the  rival  groupo,  and  became 
head  of  tho  rojuvonatod  organization  known  as  tho  Bluo-Croon  Society,  which  per¬ 
formed  functions,  according  to  Chinese  lights,  probably  not  greatly  different  from 
those  performed  by  political  groups  which  dorainf  to  the  large  cities  cf  the  United 
Sta  tos. 

Dou  Yu-song  had  two  trusted  lioutonrnto,  ono  of  whom  controlled  tho  amusement 
industry  end  the  other  th.  native  chambers  of  conmorco  and  guilds.  They  previousl; 
had  boon  c.ctivo  in  the  rival  Bluo  and  Croon  socioties  roopoot tvely. 

Political  conditions  in  tho  ^ronch  Concession  facilitated  Dou's  riso  to  power 
The  Shanghai  French  Concession,  d.  though  rogf rdod  as  a.  "little  piece  of  La  Belle 
Dranoof  was  governed  not  directly  from  Paris,  but  second-hand  through  Hanoi,  ccpit 
of  tho  French  Colony  of  Indo-China.  The  inefficiency  and  corruption  which  pre¬ 
vailed  in  the  French  Colony  were  ropoatod  in  the  French  Concession  at  Shanghai, 
Fronch  officials,  particularly  chiofs  of  polico,  appointed  to  Shanghai  quickly 
amassed  fortunes  from  undorworld  activities  which  provi  il-d  in  the  Concession. 

These  conditions  :oro  oxposad  to  the  world  •..•hen  the  French  ^dministra.tion  at  Hunr 
surrondorod  abjectly  to  the  Japanese, 

Dou  Y\*-seng  end  his  associates  took  advantage  cf  this  situation  and  boerm^  the 
real*  controllers  of  the  French  Concession.  Dou  ruled  his  empire  from  his  homo  in 
tho  Concession,  which  rooeubl jd  tn  arsenal.  But  he  was  a  liberal  contributor  to 
charities  and  he  came  to  hold  more  chairmanships  on  directorates  of  Chinese  banks 
and  business  houses  thon  any  othor  man  in  the  city.  His  ordors  wore  enforced  by 
hundreds  of  artaod  guards,  popularly  known  a 3  "Dou's  plain-clothes  men," 

When  conditions  beer  me  chaotic  after  the  withdrawal  of  the  Northern  troops, 

Dou  Yu-song  s toppod  into  the  brerch  end  notified  the  local  foroign  authorities  that 
ho  would  assumo  responsibility  for  the  maintenance  of  law  and  order,  ponding  tho 
rrrival  of  tho  Nationalist  troops.  It  was  at  this  point  that  the  shooting  boganj 
it  continued  without  intermission  for  mrny  days.  Preparations  which  tho  radiccls 
and  Communists  had  mrdo  for  soizing  tho  city  back-fired,  end  thjroign  of  terror 
which  tho  Rods  had  planned  was  turned  rgainst  them. 
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No  ac  curc.t  o  count  rra  made  of  bodioa  which  littered  tho  streets  of  th  3  nctivo 
areas,  but  3d grx  Snow,  who  wrs  then  on  thj  staff  of  tho  C’TIN/.  nE.JJ  eo- 

cimatod  thr.t  morn  thrn  5»0°0  l^ftioto  wore  killed,  according  to  Snob's  recount, 
Chou  %-lal,  tho  Communist  lordor,  had  orgmizod  600,000  workers  who  staged  r. 
gonorrl  etriko,  completely  tying  up  the.  induatrioo  of  the  city.  Ord-ir  among  tho  • 
otrikors  rra  maintained  by  aoiao  50,000  trrinod  pickota.  Police  strtiona  ud  tho 
locr.l  arsenal  end  garrison  headquarters  roro  seized  by  some  5»000  rnn-d  workers, 
of  -.Thom  rbout  2,000  hrd  b->on  specially  trrinod.  A  ao-crllod  "citizona1  government' 
we  a  proclaimed,  atr.tod  Snow's  recount. 

Put  the  Communist  coup  wr  a  ahort-livod.  It  could  not  otmd  up  ogr.inot  tho 
exporioncod  gunmon  of  Dou  Yu-eongo  in  on  the  Nrtionc.liat  troopa  undor  Goncrcl  Li 
Tseng- jon,  Gonorrl  Pai  Chung-hai,  rnd  Gonorrl  ’io  Ying-chin  rrrivod  c.t  Shanghai  thoj 
found  tho  job  already  completed?  tho  city  vrr.a  hrndod  ov.r  to  them  by  Dou  Yu-aong 
rnd  hi8  lieutenants.  Chou  3n-lri,  tho  Corinuniat  lordor,  ts  imprisoned  rnd  othor 
radical  loaders,  who  wore  not  crpturod  rnd  oxocutod,  fled  to  *!r.n Icon.  Shortly 
rftorvrord,  whon  Gonorrl  Chieng  Xr.i-shok  rrrivod  cndr.aoumod  control  of  tho  situr.tic 
ho  issued  rn  edict  oxpolling  tho  Communists  from  tho  luomintr.ng  rnd  ordering  the 
doportrtion  from  China  of  rll  Russian  Soviet  rdvisers.  The  onforcomont  of  tho  ex¬ 
pulsion  r.nd  doportrtion  ordor  r.t  Canton  w  go  accompanied  by  3orioua  rioting  rnd  tho 
rar.osr.oro  of  many  momboro  of  tho  loftiat  group,  including  sever  cl  Husair.no.  The 
liv 03  of  n  numbor  of  the  Husairn  rdvi3ors  woro  orved  v”*  American  Consul  Houston, 

•..ho  permitted  thorn  to  soak  rofuge  in  tho  Amr  to  ot  Canton. 

After  tho  collrpoo  of  tho  "Canton  Commu..e"  th  3  Hodc  rttomptod  to  oot  up  r 
rogimo  r.t  Swatow  on  tho  corat  of  Kwmtung  Province,  north  of  Canton,  but  it  could 
not  stand  rgrinot  tho  Xuomintnng  troops  lod  by  Gonorrl  Chians  Kr.i-sholc*  Finrlly 
tho  dof  octod  Hod  forcoa  which  voro  ocattored  over  Contrrl  end  South  Chine  combinod 
with  those  drivon  from  Hankow,  rnd  formod  r.  "Soviet  Government  of  Chine"  in  tho 
mountr.inoua  r.rora  on  tho  bordor  botv:oon  Kirngsi  rnd  Fukion  Provinces,  whoro  thoy 
hold  out  for  several  montha,  but  ultirar.toly  voro  ojoctod  by  Chir.ng  ICoi-ahok's  rir- 
bombora  rnd  forcod  to  floo  to  the  Northvoat,  whoro  they  oatr.bliahod  mother 
.ouimunistic  government  r.t  Yenen,  Sh jnai— which  io  still  in  oxiotonco. 

Tho  lest  opiaodo  staged  by  the  Rod  wing  ftetion  in  tho  Xuoraintmg  was  r.t  Nan¬ 
king  whon  Communists  within  the  Nationalist  army  staged  the  r.ttcck  on  foreign 
ro3idonta.  Sovorcl  Amorior.no  end  Briton3  -.roro  killed  rnd  wounded,  md  it  boormo 
nooossory  for  Amoriern  gunbor.tu  on  the  Yangtze  at  Nanking  to  firo  on  a  mob  of 
aoldiora  attacking  momboro  of  the  American  conoulrto  and  locr.l  jimarioan  ro3idonto, 
including  aovoral  women,  who  wow  a  marooned  on  a  hill  overlooking  tho  city  wall. 

The  soldiers  :oro  frightonod  away  by  thu  gunbor.t  brrrago,  rnd  tho  Amoricr  no  voro 
ovr.ouatod  over  tho  well  to  the  gunboats  on  tho  river.  Aftor  Gonorcl  Chieng  *Cr.i- 
ohok'a  loyal  commanders  succeeded  in  restoring  ordor,  the  Isadora  of  the  Communist 
coup,  vhioh  was  designod  to  discredit  the  Kuomintang  ’./ith  the  foreign  Powers,  roro 
triad  and  sovornl  of  them  wore  executed. 
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On  tho  ovoning  of  the  day  following  the  Nanking  incident,  tho  correspondents 
wore  summoned  to  r.  pro3S  conference  rt  tho  Amor icon  oonsulctoo  I  was  accompanied 
to  tho  meeting  by  Prof.  Manley  0.  'ludaon  of  tho  Department  of  International  Law 
r.t  Harvard ,  rnd  to  •oro  introduced  to  rn  iimoricrn  missionary  who  hrd  boon  in  Nan¬ 
king  ct  tho  timo  of  tho  *roign  of  torror*"  Ho  told  us  of  tho  murdor  of  Dr» 
Williams,  Resident  Saoritus  of  Nanking  University,  end  that  of  nn  Amoriom  woman 
oocrotcry  in  ono  of  tho  mi33ion  officoa  because  alio  refused  to  head  over  tho  koya 
to  tho  snfoj  end  also  of  tho  shooting  rnd  wounding  of  the  Dritiah  Con8uio 

Ihoso  incidents  hr.d  rlrordy  boon  roportod,  but  tho  inton30  interest  of  tho 
correspondents  -.r.s  aroused  Then  th  e  sper.kor,  who  was  in  r.  highly  excited  stnto  co 
r  r  esult  of  hia  experiences,  declared  thrt  thore  hed  boon  sovorcl  in3tcncoa  whoro 
foreign  :omon  hrd  boon  raped  by  tho  crazed  Hod  3oldiors,  Copies  of  tho  missionar: 
atr.tcmont,  which  h-d  just  boon  typed  by  one  of  tho  consular  staff,  wuro  prosod  out 
to  tho  correspondents.  Boforo  tho  conf oi'onoo  broko  up,  Dr.  Hudson  3ug3ostod  to  me 
thrt  I  1  ok  tho  opokesnrn  whothor  ho  hrd  porsonrl  knowlodgo  of  rn y  of  tho  rr.po  case 
Ho  replied  with  considerable  hart  thrt  ho  did  not  hr.vo  first-hrnd  information,  but 
had  been  told  of  tho  incidonts  by  persons  whom  ho  trusted.  This  innodirtoly 
crou3ed  r  sorious  controv.rsy,  in  tho  course  of  vjhich  Dr.  Hudson  explained  that  ho 
had  servod  on  a  commission  rhich  had  investigated  Horld  Hnr  I  ctrocities,  and  that 
few  rllogodrrpo  cTiSos  had  stood  up  under  investigations. 

Tho  upshot  of  tho  mrttor  wrs  that  most  of  tho  corrospondonts  who  cablod  tho 
rape  story  qualified  ot  as  not  besod  on  first-htnd  information.  It  should  bo 
stated  that  so-callod  •rapoJ  storios  had  beon  freely  circulatod  about  the  city  and. 
had  appeared  in  somo  of  tho  papors.  Thoce  ctorios  woro  exploited  by  reactionary 
interests  with  tho  objoct  of  provoking  armod  intervention  on  tho  part  of  tho 
foroign  Powors. 

Sovoral  weeks  after  the  abovo  happenings  I  roceivod  a  lottor  from  an  Araoricor 
woman  physician  who  was  in  Hanking  at  tho  timo  of  tho  incident  and  had  medo  a 
first-hand  investigation  of  the  rape  allegations.  Sho  said  that  there  had  boon 
only  ono  caso,  and  that  it  ues  attempted*  repo.  Ilor  account  3tatod  that  throo 
soldiers  had  ontorod  a  house  and,  finding  nn  euaorienn  woman  alone,  had  draggod  hor 
to  an  upstairs  room.  However,  thoy  boenmo  irightonod  and  ran  away  without  ac¬ 
complishing  thoir  purpose.  This  was  tho  only  ca30  of  the  kind  which  came  to  my 
attontion  in  more  than  a  quartor  of  a  contury  of  nowspapor  work  in  China. 

Dou  Yu-oong  was  hailed  as  the  dolivoror  of  Shanghai  from  the  Rod  menaco. 
Shortly  aftorward  th~  home  Fronch  Covernmont  becams  oxasporatod  over  the  corrupt io) 
and  gangstorism  -iiich  had  provoilod  for  so  many  years  in  the  French  Concoasion, 
cent  an  admiral  and  a  naval  forco  to 'Shanghai,  and  offoctod  a  completo  cloan-up 
of  gang3toriom.  After  that  Dou  Yu-  song  fcoermo  a  respectable  busino3smcn  and  phi¬ 
lanthropist  and  was  docoratod  by  tho  Govornn'ontr  Howovor,  he  kept  an  anchor  to 
windward  by  retaining  control  of  hi3  Blue-Green  Socioty  and  hia  anall  army  of  plai> 
clothos  mon. 

,/hon  the  Jt pane so  intorvonod  at  Shanghai  oarly  in  1932  in  ordor  to  suppress 
anti-Jepanoso  activities  which  flarod  up  following  Japen’3  soizuro  of  Manchuria, 
Dou  YU'-song's  'array*  again  wont  into  action  in  the  Hongkow  3oction  of  Shanghai, 
which  the  Japancso  had  occupiod.  Firing  from  conconlod  positions  in  upper  stories 
and  on  roof 3  of  buildings,  they  wreaked  havoc  among  Japcn’o  naval  forco3  us  woll  a. 
civilians.  Dou's  plain-clothos  men  aided  mntorinlly  in  the  dofonso  of  tho  city  on 
mado  tho  intervention  so  costly  to  the  Japane3o  thst  thoy  wore  glad  to  occopfc  medi¬ 
ation  and  withdraw  thoir  navel  forcos.  Hhon  the  Joponeso  launchod  their  war  in 
China  proper  in  1937,  Dou  Yu-song  and  hia  followers,  after  dofonding  tho  city  to 
the  last  ditch,  withdrow  with  the  Nationalist  forcos  to  Host  China,  whoro  thoy 
ha vo  stoyod. 
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Many  months  eftor  tho  suppression  of  thj  Communists  at  Shanghai,  Stirling 
Fossondon,  Amorican  chairman  of  tho  Intornotioncl  Sottloraont  and  popularly  known  03 
tho  "Lerd  May or  of  Shanghai,"  told  mo  tho  following  story  of  tho  "saving*  of  Shang¬ 
hai  ffrora  tho  Chincso  Ttodo  end  thoir  Soviot  advisors.  So  for  a 3  I  know  tho  full 
story  has  novor  appoarod  in  print,  m  it  was  "off  tho  rocord"  until  Fessenden's 
death  in  Shanghai  following  tho  Japan  ;oo  occupations* 

Foc3ondon  said  that  tho  authorities  of  tho  French  Concosoion  wore  chiofly  res¬ 
ponsible  for  bringing  Dou  Yu-song  into  tho  Shanghai  "war"  between  tho  ICuomintang 
and  tho  Russian-supportod  Chinoso  Communists.  Dou  had  "gro’.m  up"  in  tho  French 
Concession,  honco  it  was  natural  for  tho  French  to  turn  to  him  for  assistance,  as 
all  goveramontal  authority  hod  collapsed  in  tho  Chinoso  areas  surrounding  tho 
foroign  districts.  Fossondon  said* 

"Tho  Fronch  chiof  of  polico  phoned  me  one  day  and  askou  mo  to  moot  him  for  o 
confidential  talk  about  tho  local  situation.-,  I  ..ont  to  tho  address  ha  go*'o  mo  and 
wb3  surprisod  to  find  it  woo  o  Chinoso  r osidonco  surrounded  by  a  high  wall,  .1th 
amod  guards  at  tho  front  goto.  I  was  admitted  and  immediately  uohorod  into  a 
waiting  room.  I  could  not  help  but  notice  that  tho  largo  ontranco  hall  was  linod 
>n  both  sidoswith  stacks  of  rifloa  and  sub-machine  guns.  Soon  I  hourd  voices,  and 
-ho  French  official  entered  with  two  Chinese.  One  was  Dou  Yu-3ong  and  o  other 
..’as  on  interpreter.  '.7o  3ot  down  to  businosj  iumodiatoly,  the  French  chief  of 
police  explaining  that  ho  had  boon  discussing  with  Dou  tho  matter  of  defending  the 
foroign  sottloraont  against  tho  Co  munists,  os  ths.  local  Chinoso  Government,  which 
-./as  composed  of  Northerners,  had  collapsed  following  th~  ovecuotion  of  the  Northern 
dof  onoo  coumandor  and  his  troops.  Dou  wont  to  th  e  point  in  a  businessliko  monnor. 
He  was  ’.llling  to  move  against  the  Rods,  but  he  had  two  conditions!  first,  he 
wonted  the  French  authorities  to  supply  him  with  at  1  east  j,000  rifles  end  ample 
ammunition.  Thon  turning  to  mo,"  said  Fossondon,  "ho  demanded  permission  to  movo 
hie  military  truok3  through  tho  International  Settlement,  something  which  tho 
Sottloraont  authorities  hod  novor  granted  to  cny  Chinese  forco.  Dou  acid  this  was 
nooessory  in  ordor  to  novo  crm3  and  munitions  from  one  sootion  of  tho  nativo  city 
to  tho  other." 

Fossondon  told  Dou  he  would  sgroo  3ubjoct  to  the  approval  of  the  Municipal 
Council.  Continuing,  Fossondon  saidi 

■I  r;alizod  wo  woro  taking  c  dosporato  chonco  in  dooling  with  a  man  of  Dou'a 
reputation,  but  thj  situation  wr.s  critical,  cs  on  attempt  by  the  Communists  to 
30izo  tho  Sottloraont  and  tho  Fronch  Concossion  was  certain  to  result  in  widooproad 
disordor  and  bloodshod,  involving  tho  livos  of  thousands  of  Amoricons,  Britons, 
and  other  foroign  rosidonts  as  woll  so  tcn3  of  thouscnd3  of  Chinese  who  resided  in 
the  foroign-administorod  soctiono  of  tho  city.  Sinco  tho  Communists  had  plotted  tc 
soizo  tho  foroign  areas  and  cbf ond  thomsolvoo  against  tho  Kuoraintong  troops,  it 
would  mocn  that  tho  foroignors  w  ould  bo  sandwiched totveon  the  contending  forces. 

Tho  result  would  hevo  boon  intornotioncl  complications  for  more  sorious  than  any¬ 
thing  which  hod  occurrod  sinco  the  o3tobli&hmont  of  the  Sottlemont  nourly  a  contury 
ago.  w  J  took  Dou  about  threo  weeks  to  ccmploto  his  job,  and  by  thot  timo  oufficionl 
foreign  troops  had  arrived  to  prosorvo  order  within  tho  foroign  soctiono «  and  also 
vy  that  time  Gonoral  Chiong  ICai-shok  had  arrived ‘end  ossumod  control  in  the  nctivo 
rea.  Ho  immodiatoly  unnounced  that  the  Kuomintong  troops  had  no  intention  of 
ittacking  the  foroignors,  cs  had  occurred  ct  Nanking.  Ho  also  announced  that  the 
porpotrators  of  tho  Nanking  outrages  would  bo  punished."

Tho  For  ’Jaotorn  Soviet  army  invodod  Chinoao  territory  for  about  200  mi  loo  ot 
each  ond  of  tho  Chinos:,  ivaofoxn  Railway  and  oloo  bombod  end  occupied  moot  of  tho 
Chinooo  towns  along  tho  borisr.  But  tho  Russians  did  not  press  boyond  tho  Hing*- 
han  Mountains,  duo,  it  woo  ropox’tod,  to  a  warning  from  tho  Japanese  not  to  advanco 
into  thoir  ephoro  of  influoudo. 

I  hoard  ono  gruosome  story  of  this  werfere  from  a  '/hito  Russian  woman  and  a 
boy  who  ultima toly  reached  Rarbin.  They  had  bolongod  to  a  .'hito  Russian  community 
of  eevoral  hundred  femilioa,  located  in  the  so-called  Threo  Rivera  District  on  tho 
x.rgun  River  of  North  mcnchurio.  This  area  had  boon  dov eloped  by  Russian  Cossacks, 
-.Tho  had  amigretod  with  their  families  ecroso  tho  border,  following  tho  rovolution 
in  1917*  Tho  land  thoy  occupied  was  rich  and  suitcblo  for  farming  and  ccttlo 
grazing,  and  tho  colony  prosporod  through  the  salo  of  dairy  supplies  to  tho  largo 
Chinese  citios.  Tho  Soviet  authorities  in  Siberia  reaontod  tho  activities  of  the 
./hito  Russians  just  across  thoir  bordor  and,  eftor  fighting  broko  out,  charged  that 
tho  v/hito  Russians  with  Chinese  "Fascist"  holp  wore  attompting  in  invasion  of 
Siberia. 

Fearing  for  tho  sofoty  of  thoir  fcmilios,  the  /hito  Russians  so nt  thoir  wivos 
and  children  and  all  oldorly  aolo3  across  country  in  a  long  wagon  trein  to  tho  rail 
way  at  the  town  of  Jailer,  about  500  miles  west  of  ’larbin.  The  ccravcn,  accompanio 
by  a  Russian  Orthodox  prioot,  had  roachod  c  point  about  fifty  milos  north  of  tho 
railv7ay  whon  it  was  ottackad  by  c  forco  of  Rod  Mongolian  cavalry,  allogodly  lod  by 
Red  army  officors, 

Pho  woman  and  boy  to  whom  I  talked  and  who  claimed  to  bo  tho  only  survivors  of 
:h is  caravan,  having  aoccped  into  the  forest,  told  me  that  tho  Liongols  had  alaughto 
jd  ovory  othor  manbor  of  tho  caravan.  Thoy  then  built  a  va3t  funoral  pyre  of  tho 
wagons  and  their  contonts,  consisting  of  firkins  of  buttor  and  lerge  fifty-pound 
ch  loses.  Upon  this  pyro  they  piled  the  bodios  of  their  victims,  with  that  of  tho 
priest  at  tho  opox.  They  ignitod  tin  pyro  and,  yelling  and  shooting  thoir  rifloc, 
rode  thoir  poniou  in  a  wido  circle  about  it  cs  it  burned.  I  could  picturo  tho 
troops  of  Gonghis  Khan  in  c  similar  victor;  eolobretion  covon  centurio3  tgo. 

y.ftor  about  six  months  of  fighting,  mostly  of  tho  guerrilla  variety,  tho  Young 
licrchal  was  forced  to  capitulato  end  to  restore  tho  control  of  die  railway  to  tho 
Soviets,  oinco  Oonoral  Chiang  Kai-shek  was  unable  to  jend  him  roinforcomonts.  Lctor 
thore  was  a  pocco  conferonoo  in  Moscow,  but  it  broke  up  without  recching  un  agree¬ 
ment,  end  tho  major  issues  botweon  the  two  countries  raocin  unsottled  to  this 
-.spiting.

Shanghai  was  seething  with  rumors  concerning  the  welfare  of 
Genera jissicro  Chiang  Kai-shek,  The  now  Chinese-controlled  China 
Press,  in  an  attempt  to  make  the  best  of  a  bad  situation,  expressed 
the  hope  that  the  mutiny  of  General  Chang  Hsuoh-lian;;  and  the  Ctn- 
munists  at  Sian  would  result  in  further  consolidating  national 
unity.  The  same  sentiment  was  expressed  by  Dr,  H.  H,  rung,  Mini¬ 
ster  of  Finance,  who  temporarily  succeeded  Chiang  Kai-shek  as 
director  of  political  affairs  of  the  government.  He  declared  in 
an  interview  that  "those  who  unfurled  the  anti-Japanese  banner 
as  a  pretext  for  shielding  their  own  questionable  political  be¬ 
havior  would  shortly  realize  the  seriousness  of  the  crisis  which 
they  had  procipitated ,» 

The  Shanghai  papers  also  published  a  brief  dispatch  from 
Tokyo  which  stressed  the  critical  relations  between  Japan  and 
the  Soviet  Union.  The  dispatch  referred  to  the  arrest  of  two 
Japanese  editors,  Katsuhei  Zama  and  Hirokichi  Otake,  on  a  charge 
of  turning  over  confidential  documents  concerning  the  situation 
in  Inner  Mongolia  to  a  Russian  named  Boris  Rodov,  who  was  an 
attache  of  the  Soviet  Embassy,  The  documents  allegedly  dealt 
with  the  activities  of  a  certain  Mongolian  Prince  Teh,  who 
recently  had  gone  over  to  the  Japtnese  and  had  been  appointed 
chairman  of  the  new  puppet  Government  which  the  Japanese  army 
had  set  up  in  Inner.

The  Chinese  communists  hid  increased  their  army  from  about 
25,000  in  1928  to  apDroximateiy  100,000.  Opposed  to  the  com¬ 
munists  were  General  Chang  Hsueh-liang *s  army  composed  of  some 
130,000  former  Manchurian  troops  and  some  40,000  Shensi  provin¬ 
cial  troops  undor  General  Yang  Hu-cheng.  Both  groups  were  under¬ 
paid  and  disgruntled,  and  an  easy  prey  for  communist  propaganda. 

In  order  to  understand  the  position  of  the  Chinese  Communists 
from  the  standpoint  of  domestic  Chinese  politics,  it  is  necessary 
to  go  back  to  i9«:7,  when  tr.o  Communists  were  expelled  from  the 
Kuomintang  Party  and  the  Government.  Unlike  the  situation  in 
other  countries  where  civilian  communist  movements  exist,  the 
Red  faction  in  China  is  not  only  a  political  party  but  also 
possesses  a  well  equipped  army. 

'"hen  Chiang  ^ai-shek  expelled  the  Communists  from  the  party, 
overthrew  the  Soviet  regime  they  had  set  up  in  Hankow,  and  broke 
of*  relations  with  the  IT  S.S,R,.  tie  Red  forces  withdrew  into  the 
inaccessible  inourU  einovts  districts  botwoen  Kiangsi  and  Fukien  pro¬ 
vinces,  south  of  ’.he  Yangtze  River.  Other  Red  forces  which  had 
opera  ,ed  in  the  Canton  district  and  had  tried  (without  success) 
to  establish  a  Soviet  Government  av-  une  port  of  Swatow,  near 
Canton,  had  also  withdrawn  intv)  the  mountains  between  Kiangsi 
and  Fu.cion  provinces,  where  they  joined  the  other  groups. 

*  intention  of  the  Communists  to  continue  thoir  defiance 

of  the  Central  Government  v/es  indicated  in  interviews  with  various 
Chinese  Rod  officials  and  their  Soviet  advisers,  and  with  American 
sympathizers  who  had  fled  to  Moscow  after  tho  overthrow  of  the 
Red  rogime  at  Hankow.  Among  those  v/ho  attempted  tc  paint  an 
optimist  c  future  for  communism  in  China  were  Eugene  Chen,  former 
Foreign  Minister  at  Hankow,  and  Michael  Borodin,  the  former  Soviet 
adviser  at  Hankow.  * 
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But  official  Moscow  had  tired  of  the  costly  Chinese  adven¬ 
ture,  and  furthermore,  the  U.S.S.R.  could  spare  no  military  or 
naval  forces  in  the  Far  East  capable  of  dispatching  relief  to 
the  Chinese  Communists  at  their  headquarters  in  the  Kiangsi 
mountains.  The  Chinese  Soviet  regime  was  therefore  forced  to 
shift  for  itself,  which  it  proceeded  to  do  in  characteristic 
fashion  by  issuing  paper  money,  collecting  taxes,  and  instituting 
a  land-redistribution  prcgv5.ni  among  the  farmers  in  Kiangsi  Pro¬ 
vince,  where  extensive  land  h hidings  by  the  gentry  had  long  been 
responsible  for  popular  discontent  a^ong  peasant  farmers  and 
villagers.  1  still  nave  in  my  possession  a  silver  dollar  minted 
by  the  Chinese  "Soviet  Government which  contains  the  profile  of 
Lenin  on  one  side  end  the  sickle  and  hammer  on  the  other. 

Throughout  most  of  the  period  from  1928  to  1934.  General¬ 
issimo  Chiang  Kai-shek  and  his  associates  were  occupied  in 
consolidating  the  positi  an  of  the  Nanking  Government  and  fight¬ 
ing  off  rival  military  factions. 

The  Red  factions  in  Kiangsi  thus  had  a  breathing  spell  in 
which  to  reorganize  thoir  Soviet  Government  and  re-establish 
connections  with  Voscow,  But  the  land-redistribution  program 
which  the  Communists  initiated  in  Kiangsi  precipitated  a  dis¬ 
astrous  famine  in  Northern  Kiangsi  and  led  ultimately  to  their 
undoing.  Strong  opposition  developed  among  the  land- owning 
gentry  of  Central  China  and  tho  Chinese  bankers  ijn  Shanghai, 
whose  leans  were  defaulted  as  a  result  of  the  socialization 
(confiscation)  pridian.  Generalissimo  Chiang,  whose  Government 
was  also  under  he-*  ry  ibli gallons  to  the  same  bankers,  was  again 
forced  to  take  tcfcir.n  vs-ainst  v,fce  Chlnosc  Reds.  Ho  finally  ac¬ 
complished  thoir  evacuation  of  the  T'iangsi  mountains  by  block¬ 
ading  the  coast  of  Fui'-.oi  Province,  building  a  chain  of  block¬ 
houses  on  the  le.v;  sice  uhirn  cut  off  their  access  to  the  Yangtze 
River,  and  air -bomb.'..  15  u.oii  rountr.in  buses. 

In  mid-October,  1934,  the  Reds,  now  numbering  approximately 
90.000  men.  quietly  slipped  out  of  their  mountain  hiding  places 
ana  set  out  in  search  of  a  now  location.  Following  the  mountainous 
regions  along  the  provincial  boundaries  in  South  and  Southwest 
China,  their  trek  developed  into  an  epochal  march  of  approximately 
4,000  miles  before  they  reached  their  new  location  in  the  northwest. 
They  were  able  to  make  the  long  trip  through  generally  hostile 
territory,  by  marching  in  small  groups  and  sticking  to  the  pro¬ 
vincial  fcouniiariau.  In  this  manner  they  passed  through  Kweichow 
a;id  Yunnan  provinces  in  the  southwest,  then  turned  north  along  the 
narrow  mountain  valleys  of  the  Upper  Yangtze  to  Szechwan  Province, 
thence  ovor  the  mountains  to  K3nsu  Province,  and  finally  reached 
northern  Shensi,  where  they  re-established  their  Soviet  Government 
at  tho  town  of  Yenan,  in  territory  adjacent  to  Russian-controlled 
Outer  Mongolia,  The  Feds  were  led  on  their  long  migration  by  two 
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well  known  Communist  leaders,  Chu  Teh  and  Mao  Tsehtung,  both  of 
whom  had  been  trained  in  Moscow  under  Trotsky  and  Rad ok. 

Another  Red  group  under  the  command  of  General  Ho  Lung, 
which  had  been  established  in  northern  Hunan  Province,  also 
withdrew  and  joined  the  Red  Government  at  Yenan,  A  third  Red 
force,  which  styled  it re If  the  ''anti-Japanese  Fourth  Army," 
and  had  established  itself  in  the  mountains  of  Anhwei  Province 
on  both  banks  of  the  Yangtze  River,  was  broken  up  by  General¬ 
issimo  Chiang  Kai-shek,  and  part  or  it  wa3  incorporated  into 
the  Nanking  forces. 

The  romnants  withdrew  to  the  northwest,  but  not  bofore  they 
had  perpetrated  one  of  the  worst  atrocities  against  American 
missionaries  since  tho  Nanking  Incident  in  1927.  Two  youthful 
missionaries,  the  Reverend  and  ’*rs.  John  Stam.,  were  seized  with 
their  two-weeks-old  baby  girl  and  wore  publicly  beheaded.  The 
Stams,  both  recent  graduates  of  the  Moody  Bible  Institute  of 
Chicago,  had  only  recently  arrived  in  China  and  had  beon  assigned 
to  Anhwei  Province.  ?*rs.  Stam,  while  being  led  to  the  hill  where 
execution  took  place,  hastily  wrapped  her  baby  in  a  bundle  of  old 
rags  and  tossed  it  into  a  Chinese  house  along  the  route  of  march 
to  tho  execution  ground.  The  baby  wa-s  cared  for  by  friendly  • 
Chinese  peasants  and  was  later  restored  to  its  grandparents, 
the  Reverend  and  Mrs.  Charles  Ernest  Scott,  veteran  Presbyterian 
missionaries  in  Shantung  province. 

The  execution  of  the  Reverend  and  firs.  Stam  was  staged  on 
a  hill  before  e  largo  crowd  of  country  ▼'ooole  and  was  accompanied 
by  an  outburst  of  posters,  banners  and  oratory,  with  the  bound 
victims  standing  by.  The  speeches  and  posters  denounced  the 
United  States  and  world  capitalism,  and  extolled  the  Soviet  Union. 
After  the  helpless  victims  had  been  beheaded,  the  Reds  responsible 
for  the  atrocity  issued  a  bombastic  statement  declaring  the  execu¬ 
tion  of  tho  young  missionary  couple  had  been  carried  out  in  retalir 
tion  for  tho  action  of  an  American  company  in  soiling  to  the  Nankir 
Government  airplanes  which  Generalissimo  Chiang  Kai-shek  had  used 
in  bombing  the  Reds  out  of  their  Vaso  ir.  t no  mountains  of  Kiangsi. 

It  was  estimated  that  not  more  than  25,000  out  of  the  original 
Red  Army  numbering  some  90,000  survived  the  long  trek  to  northwest 
China.  However,  their  strength  was  quickly  replenished,  deapite 
the  barren,  mountainous,  and  thinly  populated  nature  of  the  country 
to  which  they  had  migrated.  By  the  winter  of  1936-37  they  again 
claimed  to  have  100,000  troops. 
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Indications  of  impending  trouble  In  the  northwest  hnd  already 
appeared  In  the  Shanghai  newspapers  in  the  form  of  dispatches  from 
Sian  telling  of  student  parades  and  demonstrations  demanding  a 
cessation  of  pressure  against  the  Chinese  Communists  and  tho  for¬ 
mation  of  a  "united  front"  against  the  Japanese,  Tho  Chineso  Reds 
also  utilized  tho  services  of  an  American  woman  leftist,  who 
delivered  speeches  which  wore  broadcast  in  both  English  and  Chinese 
over  the  Communist  radio  stations.  The  Chinese  Communists  were 
desirous  of  diverting  Japanese  pressure  from  their  own  front  and 
hoped  that  Chiang  Kai-shek  could  be  forced  to  boar  the  weight  of 
the  Japanese  onslaught.  In  the  background  was  undoubtedly  also 
the  hand  of  Moscow  desirous  of  diverting  Japanese  pressure  from 
Siberia  and  Russian-controlled  Outer  Mongolia.  The  Russians  ware 
anxious  for  Japan  to  become  involved  still  more  deeply  in  China, 
knowing  full  well  that  such  involvement  would  ultimately  lead  to 
complications  with  tho  United  States  and  Great  Britian.  Although 
disavowed  in  Moscow,  evidence  rented  to  Russian  influence  as  a 
vital  factor  in  the  Sian  incident. 


I  first  met  Chang  Hsueh-liang  (who  played  tho  unheroic  role 
of  cat's-paw  in  the  Sian  Incident)  at  Mukden,  in  1929  on  the 
occasion  of  the  brief  war  between  China  and  tho  Soviet  Union. 


The  Young  Marshal  was  only  thirty  years  old  when  he  fell 
heir  to  his  father's  vast  fortune  and  the  position  of  commander- 
in-chief  of  tho  Government  forces  in  Manchuria,  He  was  ill  pre¬ 
pared  for  this  responsible  post,  tho  most  orecarious  administra¬ 
tive  position  in  the  Chinese  republic,  as  most  of  his  life  had  beer 
spent  as  a  playboy  in  Mukden,  the  Manchurian  capital,  and  at  the 
old  capital  (Peking),  or  in  his  father rs  army.  He  spent  one  year 
in  military  school  in  Japan,  and  upon  his  return  was  appointed 
commander  of  one  of  the  Manchurian  armies.  Somewhere  along  the 
line  he  acquired  tho  opium  and  morphine  habits,  which  remained 
with  him  for  several  years  and  greatly  handicapoed  his  career. 

He  was  finally  cured  by  Dr.  Miller,  an  American  Seventh  Pay 
Adventist  missionary  physician  at  Shanghai. 

Despite  this,  Chang  Hsueh-liang  was  an  ardent  Nationalist 
and  devoted  a  considerable  portion  of  his  fortune  to  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  education  in  the  Manchurian  provinces.  He  endowed  tho 
National  Northeastern  University  and  the  Manchurian  Military 
Academy  at  Mukden,  and  wes  in  process  of  developing  a  system  of 
general  education  throughout  Manchuria  when  the  Japanese  inter¬ 
vened  in  19?1.  The  Young  Marsh') I  nad  already  defied  the  Japanese 
in  1928,  when  he  unfurled  the  Nationalise  f^ag  over  Government 
offices  throughout  Manchuria  and  announced  that  the  Manchurian 
provinces  had  Joined  the  Nationalist  Government  at  Nanking, 

Again  in  1929  he  intervened  at  Peiping  to  break  up  a  coalition 
of  disgruntled  militarists  and  politicians  led  by  ,,fang  Ching-wei 
which  opposed  General  Chiang  Kai-shek  and  tho  new  Government  at 
Nanking. 
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« 

The  Young  Marshal,  was  n  patient  in  a  Peiping  hospital  when 
the  Japanese  staged  the  so-callod  Manchurian  "incident"  and  seized 
Mukden  on  the  night  of  September  18,  1931.  hence  hi3  troops  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Manchurian  capital  offered  little  resistance  to  the 
invaders  on  that  fateful  occasion.  After  serving  in  various  oosts 
under  the  Nanking  Government,  the  Young  Marshal  was  appointed  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  so-called  "bandit- suppress ion"  headquarters  in  southern 
Shensi  Province,  where  his  chief  Job  was  to  watch  over  the  activities 
of  the  Chinese  Communists,  who  were  again  becoming  troublesome  in  the 
northwest.  The  Young  Marshal  had  a  force  of  130,000  troops,  made  up 
largely  of  remnants  of  defeated  Manchurian  armies.  There  were  also 
collected  at  his  headquarters  several  hundred  students  and  teachers 
who  hod  been  forced  to  leave  Manchuria,  due  to  the  wholesale  closing 
of  the  schools  by  the  Japanese*  Since  most  of  his  fortune  was  in¬ 
vested  in  Manchurian  lands,  forosts,  and  mines  which  had  been  seized 
by  the  Japanese  army,  the  Young  Marshal  soon  found  himself  in  strait¬ 
ened  circumstances  and  forces  to  depend  upon  tho  Nanking  Government 
for  funds.  The  result  was  that  h  .s  troops  were  poorly  paid  and  his 
schools  and  governmental  departments  impoverished. 


•It  hod  been  known  for  several  months  that  instead  of  opposii  <* 
the  Red3,  the  Young  Marshal’s  forces  were  fraternizing  with  them  and 

Eermitting  them  to  spread  anti-Nanking  propaganda  among  the  people  in 
is  territory.  Generalissimo  Chiarg  Kai-shek  had  consistently  opposed 
a  policy  of  conciliation  toward  the  Chinese  Communists  since  the 
original  break  between  the  Kuomintang  and  the  Reds  at  Shanghai,  Nan- ' 
king,  and  Hankow  in  1927.  The  Generalissimo  regarded  the  Chinese 
Reds  as  creatures  of  the  Moscow  Comintern  and  refused  to  negotiate 
with  them  so  long  as  thoy  maintained  their  Russian  connections  and 
their  independent  position  in  th$  northwest.  It  wa3  thought  that 
the  Generalissimo  intended  to  dismiss  the  Young  Marshal  as  commander 
of  the  anti-Communist  headquarters  at  Sian,  and  to  replace  him  with 
another  member  of  his  staff  who  would  continue  opposition  to  tho  Reds. 
Three  days  before  the  departure  of. the  Generalissimo  for  Sian,  the 
Nanking  Exocut ive  Yuan  (Council)  had  adopted  a  resolution  reaffirming 
that  the  Chinese  foreign  policy  laid  down  by  Geneialissimo  Chiang  TCai- 
shek  should  remain  as  the  guiding  principle  of  the  Central  Government 
and  that  the  anti-Communist  campaign  in  Northwest  China  should  be  con¬ 
tinued.  Generalissimo  Chiang  an s  accompanied  on  the  trip  to  Si-art"  by 
ten  other  high  government  officials,  some  of  them  army  commanders,.

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and  a  small  bodyguard.  Among  the  military  officers  was  General 
Chinng  Ting-wen,  Pacification  Commissioner  for  Fukien  Province, 
who  was  scheduled  to  replace  the  Young  ’torshnl  as  commander  of 
the  anti-Red  forces  in  the  northwest* 

The  northwestern  frontier  town  of  Sian  where  the  dramatic 
kidnaping  of  the  Generalissimo  and  his  staff  was  staged  is  about 
seven  hundred  miles  inland,  due  west  from  the  shores  of  the  Yellow 
Sea.  Aside  from  its  strategic  location  on  the  ancient  northwest 
road  connecting  China  .and  Central  Asia,  Sian  is  important  histori¬ 
cally  as  it  was  the  seat  of  the  Chou  Dynasty,  which  had  its  begin¬ 
nings  about  1122  B.C.  and  continued  more  than  eight  centuries. 

The  classical  period  of  Chinese  history,  which  produced  the 
famous  scholars  Confucius,  Mencius,  Lao  Tzu,  and  Mo  Tzu,  fell 
within  the  Chou  era,  and  many  of  the  world’s  finest  examples **of 
ancient  bronze  art  have  come  down  to  us  from  the  graves  of  Chou 
rulers  in  the  vicinity  of  Sian.  In  this  area  also  were  staged 
the  wars  between  the  houses  of  Chou  and  Shang  (1400  B.C.)  for 
supremacy  over  the  valleys  of  tho  Yellow  River  and  its  tributary, 
the  V'ei,  wherein  dwelt  tho  ancestors  of  the  Chinese  people  of 
today. 

It  was  a  fitting  stage  for  tho  enactment  of  a  modern  drama 
of  Asiatic  politics  involving  the  political  interests  of  China, 
Japan,  and  Russia,  and  ultimately  of  tho  entire  world. 

Generalissimo  Chiang  Kai-shek  arrived  at  Sian  by  airplane 
on  December  7,  and.  established  his  headquarters  at  a  hot-springs 
resort  a  short  distance  outside  the  city.  Tho  Generalissimo  was 
welcomed  by  Shao  Li-tze,  Civil  Governor  of  Shansi,  a  former  news¬ 
paper  editor  from  Shanghai,  'who  had  been  appointed  to  the  position 
by  the  Central  Government,,  Civil  Governor  Shao  had  charge  of  tho 
local  police  force,  which  remniroJ  loyal  to  the  Generalissimo  in 
tho  complicated  developments  of  tho  following  days.  It  was  the 
-  first  important  political  mission  undertaken  by  the  Generalissimo 
in  manv  months  when  he  was  not  accompanied  by  his  wife,  Mei-ling. 

The  days  immediately  following  tho  Generalissimo’s  arrival 
at  Sian  were  occupied  in  conferences  between  the  Generalissimo 
end  his  staff  and  the  Young  Marshal,  Chang  Hsueh-liang.  and 
central  Yang  Hu-cheng,  the  provincial  military  chieftain.  Little 
wna  accomplished,  as  the  Young  Marshal  and  General  Yang  constantly 
insisted  on  bringing  into  tho  conference  local  groups  which  demandec 
tmwpdiato  war  against  Japan,  After  four  days  of  futile  convorsatior 
Generalissimo  informed  tho  Yourg  Marshal  of  the  Government's 
^formination  to  press  the  campaign  against  tho  Communists.  He 
i  isted  that  it  would  be  suicidal  to  face  war  with  Japan  while  the 
Communist  army  remained  in  an  independent  position  in  the  northwest, 
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The  Young  Marsnal  and  his  associate,  General  Yang,  Insisted  that  .  it 
would  be  better  to  a. vept  the  Reds'  terms  and  form  a  united  f 
of  national  resistance 

The  Young  Marsha,  insisted  that  the  Central  Government  some"0 
responsibility  for  the  tina.icJoJ  support  an;,  munitioning 
270,000  troops  in  the  northwestern  territories.

Following  a  heated  discussion  which  left  the  situation  at  a 
deadlock,  the  Generalissimo  retired  to  nis  ur*v ate  quarters  on  the 
outskirts  of  the  city,  where  he  was  crotueceG  cy  nis  small  i.ou/ 
guard  and  a  contingent  of  local  police. 

The  Young  Marshal  immediately  called  a  meeting  of  th®. 
al  commanders  of  his  forces  and  those  of  General  Yang  Hu- Chong ,  an 
issued  secret  orders  to  move  a  division  of  his  own  troops  a.

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Up  to  this  point  there  was  no  outward  manifestation  of  Rod

were  Chou  Bn-loi,  Political  Commissar  of  the  First  Front  Red  Army 
and  Deputy  Chairman  of  the  Pod  Military  Council;  Yeh  Qhion-ylng, 
.chief  of  staff  of  the  East  Front  Red  Arm y;  and  Pao  Ku,  head  or 
the  Red  Secret  Police.

T.V.  Soong',  former  Finance  Minister  and  Shanghai  banker,  who 
also  played  a  prominent  Dart  in  tho  negotiations  for  tho  General¬ 
issimo^  release,  has  likewise  remained  silent.  The  size  of  the 
check  he  is  said  to  have  handed  over  in  exchange  for  the  release 
for  his  illustrious  brother-in-law  has  never  been  disclosed. 

Since  the  Sian  negotiations  wore  conducted  in  secret  and  no 
official  report  of  the  outcome  was  published,  there  is  still  specu¬ 
lation  as  to  what  actually  hapDencd.  Tho  most  obvious  result  of  th 
Sian  Incident  was  aoparent  .lust  seven  months  later  at  Peiping.  It 
was  written  in  letters  of  blood  for  the  world  to  read — war l  War 
between  China  and  Japan,  and  ultimately  involving  the  entire  world. 

One  result  of  the  Sian  Incident  was  an  unexpected  trip  abroad 
for  Dr.  H.D.  Fung,  Minister  of  Financo  in  tho  Nanking  Government. 
Dr.  Kung's  trip  resulted  from  a  confidential  proposal  of  the  Soviet 
Government  that  China  take  steps  to  form  a  military  alliance  again* 
Japan.  Moscow  was  especially  anxious  that  the  United  States  be 
brought  into  the  alliance,  but  Soviet  officialdom  realized  it  woulc 
be  futile  for  them  to  make  the  proposal.  The  Russians  therefore 
urged  China  to  send  a  mission  abroad  to  sound  out  the  various  PoY/ei 
Russia,  in  fear  of  a  JaDanese  attack,  promised  China  full  military 
support  and  agreed  to  send  ample  military  sumlios  to  the  Chungking 
Government  by  way  of  the  ancient  highway  across  Sinkiang.  Moscow 
also  promised  Nanking  that  there  would  bo  no  further  complications 
concerning  tho  Chinese  Communists,  who  would  give  their  full  suppor 
to  tho  Central  Government  in  its  resistance  to  Japanese  aggression. 
Dr.  Fung  did  not  realize  tho  full  imoort  of  his  mission  until  ho 
reached  Berlin  and  was  aprrised  of  Germany's  plans  to  wage  war  agai 
st  the  Soviet  Union.  Dr,  Fung  was  told  by  the  Nazi  leaders  to  advi 
his  government  to  join  the  Anti-Comintern  Alliance  of  Germany- Japar 
Italy  without  delay. 

When  Dr.  Fung  reached  Moscow  he  found  tho  Russians  had  cooled 
on  their  proposal  for  a  Chinese-United  States -Soviet  anti- Japanese 
alliance.  Moscow  now  realized  that  war  with  Germany  was  inevitable 
and  did  not  want  to  do  anything  to  provoke  the  Japanese  to  attack 
Russia  on  the  eastern  flank,  it  was  not  long  until  tho  Chinese  Cot 
munists  also  ceased  their  attacks  on  the  Jananese  army  In  north¬ 
western  China.

The  situation  at  Shanghai  became  rapidly  worse,  Japanese 
troops  landed  at  Wo^surg,  ten  miles  north  of  Shanghai,  and  also 
in  the  northern  or  Hongk.ew  section  of  Shanghai  itself.  Heavy 
fighting  of  a  hand-to-hand  nature  broke  out  in  the  northern 
district  of  Shanghai  when  Chinese  troops  attacked  the  invading 
Japonooe,  The  Japanese  battleship  Idzumo,  which  was  regarded 
by  the  Chinese  as  a  symbol  cf  Japanese  aggression,  was  moved 
up  the  Wnangpo'  and  anchored  alongside  the  Japanese  consulate, 
directly  in  front  of  the  international  Settlement •  Japanese 
naval  authorities  at  Shanghai  announced  that  they  would  be 
••compel' ed  to  adept  defense  measures5’  because  of  numerous 
Chinese  acts  of  aggression,  including  the  nurder  cf  the  Japan¬ 
ese  naval  officer  and  his  chauffeur  on  the  evening  of  August  9» 
They  ul  so  announced  that  they  were  prepared  to  take  ’’any  neces¬ 
sary  steps  if  the  situation  was  further  aggravated," 

The  Chinese  mayor  cf  the  city,  0VK.  Yui,  demanded  that  America 
and  Great  Britain  prevent  Japan  from  using  the  northern  or  Hongkew 
sections  of  the  city  03  a  base  of  operations  against  China.  Great 
Britain  requested  that  Shanghai  be  excluded  from  the  zone  of  Japan- 
ese-Chinese  hostilities,  but  Japan’s  answer  was  that  the  request 
was  "clearly  unacceptable— Britain  has  asked  us  to  do  the  impossible 
Instead,  the  Japanese  expelled  the  International  Settlement  Police,

The  worst  carnage  occurred  at  a  streot  intersection  between 
the  International  Settlement  and  the  French  Concession,  about  a 
file  from  the  Bund,  where  sere  5,000  refugees  had  assembled  to 
receive  free  rice  dispensed  by  an  amusement  concern  known  ns  the 
''•New  World."  The  streets  which  crossed  at  this  corner  were  main 
thoroughfares  known  as  Yu-ya-chlng  Read  and  Avenue  Edward  VII. 
The  traffic  light  in  the  center  had  just  turned  from  green  tc 
red  when  a  small  motor  car  with  three  passengers,  a  man,  woman 
">nd  littlo  girl,  came  to  a  stop,  waiting  for  the  traffic  light 
to  change.  Hearing  planes  flying  low  over  head,  Just  skimping 
the  tops  of  the  business  buildings,  the  driver  of  the  car  opened 
the  door  and  stepped  cut  in  the  streot  to  investigate.  Just  as 
his  feet  touched  the  ground  ho  uttered  a  cry,  threw  up  his  arms 
and  dropped  dead  on  the  pavement.  A  machine-gun  bullet  had 
passod  through  his  heart. 

The  victim,  the  first  foreigner  tc  bo  killod  in  the  China- 
Japan  war,  was  the  Reverend  Dr.  Frank  Rawiinson,  editor  of  the 
Chinose  Rocorder.  leading  magazine  of  Protestant  missions  in 
China,  Dr.  Rawiinson  was  born  in  England  and  received 'his  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  United  States,  where  he  became  a  naturalized  citizon,

The  other  tragic  happening  of  Black  Saturday  occurred  within 
a  few  minutes  cf  the  first  bombing.  These  bombs,  five  in  number, 
were  also  aimed  by  Chinese  aviators,  flying  Northrop  bombers,  at 
the  Japanese  battleship  Idzumo  in  the  harbor,  but  missed  their 
mark  by  about  five  hundred  yards  and  crashed  into  the  busiest 
block  of  Nanking  Rond,  Shanghai's  main  street,  and  directly  in 
front  of  the  city's  two  leading  hotels,  the  Palace  and  the  Cathay, 
This  street  was  also  crowded  with  Chinese  refugees,  several  hundred 
being  killed  and  wounded.  Several  foreigners  were  killed  and 
others  wounded  at  this  point. 

The  same  afternoon,  another  bomb  struck  the  roof  of  the  six- 
story  office  and  warehouse  of  the  United  States  Navy  Purchasing 
Bureau,  also  located  in  the  downtown  section  of  the  city  and  only 
about  a  block  from  the  American  consulate.  This  bomb,  a  freak  hit, 
crashed  through  the  concrete  roof  and  five  concrete  floors  and 
landed  on  the  cement  floor  of  the  basement  of  the  building  without 
exploding.  It  contained  the  nark  of  a  munitions  house  in  Czecho¬ 
slovakia.  The  nationality  of  the  plane  which  dropped  this  bomb  * 
was  never  established.  Some  days  inter,  another  high  explosive 
missile,  either  a  bomb  from  a  plane  or  a  shell  from  a  naval  gun, 
struck  the  fronts  of,  and  seriously  damaged,  Shanghai's  two 
largest  Chinese  department  stores.  Here  the  casualties  wore 
numerous,  both  within  the  crowded  stores  and  in  the  streets.

The  most  complete  and  connected  account  of  the  attack,  show¬ 
ing  unmistakably  that  it  was  deliberate,  was  given  by  a  young 
Annapolis  graduate.  Lieutenant  John  VTiilard  Geist,  w ho  was  aboard 
the  Panay  at  the  time  of  tho  incident  and  accompanied  the  survivors 
on  the  long  ti*ek  along  the  river  bank  at  night  until  they  were 
picked  up  several  hours  later  by  the  surviving  American  and  British 
boats.  Lieutenant  Geist  said  the  Panay  wgs  bombed  by  two  flights 
of  Japanese  p3.unes1  the  first  consisting  of  three  planes  and  the 
second  of  six  planes.  Ho  said  the  first  Jao  bombs  were  droprod 
with  remarkable  accuracy  from  an  altitude  of  approximately  7,000 
feet.  Practically  all  of  tho  bombs  eiohor  hit  their  mark  or  fell 
so  near  as  to  cause  serious  damage  to  tho  ships.

The  chiof  defender  of  foreign  interests  in  the  midst  of  these 
developments  was  an  American  citizen  named  Stirling  Fessenden,  who 
occupied  the  post  of  secretary-general  of  the  International  Settle¬ 
ment,  a  position  resembling  that  of  city  manager  in  the  Unitod 
States*  Fessenden  was  olectod  chairman  of  the  Municipal  Council 
of  the  International  Settlement  in  the  early  1920's,  and  was 
familiarly  known  os  "Lord  Mayor"  of  the  city  for  nearly  two 
decades.  He  was  finally  forced  to  resign,  in  1939,  as  a  result 
of  falling  eyesight. 

Fessenden  was  born  at  Fort  Fairfield,  Maine,  and  after  gradu¬ 
ation  from  Bowdoin  College  he  went  to  Shanghai  os  a  young  law 
school  graduate  in  1904  on  a  rission  for  the  old  American  Trading 
Company  of  Now  York,  He  remained  to  become  an  important  figure 
in  the  hectic  politics  of  the  International  Settlement,  wherein 
lived  almost  half  of  Shanghai's  3,500.000  people,  including  nearly 
100,000  foreigners  of  various  nationalities,  Fessenden  hod  a  wide 
acquaintance  in  both  the  foreign  and  the  Chinese  communities  and, 
of  particular  importance,  enjoyed  their  confidenco  and  rospect. 
During  the  long  period  of  anti-foroign  agitations  beginning  in 
1925,  Fessenden  was  the  only  foreign  official  in  Shanghai  who  was 
in  constant  contact  with  the  Chinese  loaders.  On  no  less  than 
throe  occasions  he  was  credited  with  "saving"  the  Settlement  from 
’'ossible  occupation  by  hostile  Chinese  factions.  The  most  serious 
threat  was  in  1927,  whon  he  blocked  the  Communists '  attempt  to 
take  ovor  the  Settlement,  On  another  occasion  ho  blocked  an  attempt 
of  the  Diplomatic  Body  in  Peiping  to  "take  over"  the  Settlement  and 
abolish  its  elective  form  of  government .

Although  the  American  community  in  Shanghai,  businessmen  as 
well  as  missionaries,  were  convinced  of  the  ^tainty  °£  *  thSro  1 
war  in  the  Far  East  which  would  involve  the  United  States > 
was  the  equally  definite  fooling  among  the  members  of  the  community 
that  cur  people  at  home  did  net  realize  the  seriousness  of  the 
situation,  or  its  implications  from  the  standpoint  of  the  future 
welfare  and  security  of  the  United  States. 

As  a  result  cf  this  conviction,  the  American  Information 
Committee  was  organized  for  the  purpose  of  disseminating  in  tho 
United  States  information  regarding  the  threatening  aspects  or 
the  crisis  created  by  the  Japnneso  occupation  Headed  by  a  mis¬ 
sionary  named  Edwin  Marks,  tho  committee  included  in  its  membership 
a  large  number  cf  representatives  of  American  business  organizations 
and  mission  bodies,  and  two  or  throe  journalists.  Mono  received  pay 
for  his  or  her  services,  because  everyone  was  oromptod  by  an  in¬ 
tense  desire  to  contribute  toward  a  better  hone  understanding  or 
the  crisis.  Members  cf  the  community  who  wore  familiar  with 
various  phases  of  the  situation  were  called  upon  to  prepare 
authenticated  reports  dealing  with  various  chases  of  the  Japanese 
occupation,  and  its  effect  on  the  lives  and  activities  of  both 
foreigners  an*  Chinese.  Thousands  of  booklets  were  prepares  for 
distribution  in  the  United  States  to  newspapers,  chambers  or 
commorce,  civic  associations,  otc.  Funds  covering  the  cost  or 
printing  and  postage  were  raised  in  the  Amorican  community,  ana 
members  of  the  committee  volunteered  their  services  in  smuggling 
tho  booklets  aboard  non- Japanese  shies  bound  for  the  Unlteo  States. 
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
